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City AIDS Rate Climbs as Care Capacity Stagnates

A study issued last month 
by the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health pre¬ 
dicts that the number of San 
Franciscans living with AIDS 
will increase by nearly 20 per¬ 
cent in the next five years. 

About 28,000 city residents 


are infected at present with 
the AIDS-triggering human 
immunodeficiency virus. By 
1997, 12,500 of them will have 
been diagnosed with AIDS 
and another 4,500 will be liv¬ 
ing with extreme immune de¬ 
ficiency, according to the 
report. 

“The projections cannot be 


understated: what took over 
10 years to accumulate will 
more than double in the next 
five years,” said Raymond 
Baxter, the health depart¬ 
ment’s director. “We must be¬ 
gin planning now for the 
added stress this increase in 
cases will place on the city’s 
public health system.”

More than a third of all 
HIV care is provided by San 
Francisco General Hospital’s 
AIDS clinic, Ward 86. The 
scene there resembles the 
rush hour traffic jams on 
nearby Highway 101. 

“We’re seeing volumes and 
volumes of people,” said JB 
Molaghan, Ward 86’s head 


nurse. “We’re handling 2,300 
patient visits a month. That’s 
a 38 percent increase in two 
years. We’re trying to think of 
a creative way to handle the 
problem, but our big problem 
is space. We don’t have room 
for any new staff even if we 
could hire them.”

AB 2601 Alive 
Despite Losing 
Two Supporters

SACRAMENTO—In spite of 
at least two defections by legis¬ 
lators who promised to vote 
yes and heavy negative lobby¬ 
ing by Gov. Pete Wilson, the 
gay and lesbian right-to-work 
bill, AB 2601, is still alive. 

The bill, authored by As¬ 
sembly member Terry Fried¬ 
man, D-Sherman Oaks, has 
been stalled in the Senate Ap¬ 
propriations Committee for 
weeks pending settlement of 
the budget crisis. 

Last week Sen. Ralph 
Dills, D-Gardena, a longtime 
supporter of gay rights, dis¬ 


missed the committee’s after¬ 
noon session and neglected to 
vote on the bill. 

Dills’ action forced Fried¬ 
man to schedule a second 
vote for Aug. 10. However, 
before the committee met, 
Friedman received a tele¬ 
phone call from Sen. Robert 
Beverly, R-Manhattan Beach, 
another longtime gay rights 
supporter who had spoken in 
favor of the bill and who had 
voted for it the previous 
week. Beverly told Friedman 
that if he allowed the bill to 
come up for a vote Aug. 10, 
Beverly would vote against

Computer BBS Operator 
Charges Police Setup

LOS ANGELES - Every 
morning Mark Forston awak¬ 
ens to find himself living 
what he says feels like a 
hellish story by Kafka or Or¬ 
well - a story of a poor, 
trapped man who loudly 
shouts his innocence to a 
world too busy adjusting 
earplugs and guzzling caffeine 
to care. 

Forston, a 49-year-old wall¬ 
paper hanger, has lost almost 
all of his friends, his standing 
in the community, his ability 
to get a job, and his health

since being charged with at¬ 
tempted child molestation, at¬ 
tempted use of a minor for an 
illicit purpose and the 
sodomy rape of a minor — all 
felony charges Forston vehe¬ 
mently denies. 

Forston said that the 
charges against him sprang 
out of the gossipy, homopho¬ 
bic, sometimes malicious soap 
opera subculture of computer 
junkies in Fresno, Calif. With 
the growing popularity of the 
multi-faceted computer bul¬ 
letin board systems (BBS), 
Forston’s case is being 


watched by personal comput¬ 
er operators around the coun¬ 
try. The outcome of the case 
may also result in new laws on 
an individual’s right to priva¬ 
cy and whether a disclaimer 
prohibiting minors access to 
sexually explicit information 
is a sufficient warning. 

Like a TV Soap Opera 

The story has all the mak¬ 
ings of a made-for-television 
movie - if the accused wasn’t 
a gay man. Last March, 42- 
year-old Fresno Police officer 
Frank Clark gained access to 
Forston’s private membership 
gay, lesbian and bisexual bul¬ 
letin board, Designer BBS. 
The bulletin board included 
restricted, sexually explicit 
programs among a variety of 
other programs such as 
games, electronic mail and 
computer information pro¬ 
grams. 

Forston claims that when 
Clark answered the back¬ 
ground questionnaire re¬ 
quired of all members, Clark 
gave his birth date as 1973. 
Clark charges that he told 
Forston that he was 15 years 
old and that knowing this, 
Forston gave Clark access to 
and sent him sexually explicit 
programs. 



Clark also charges that 
Forston arranged a “date” 
with him as the 15-year-old in 
order to have sex. Clark also 
alleges that Forston promised 
to videotape him. 

Forston was arrested when 
he allegedly went to keep the 
“date.” 

Forston has an entirely dif¬ 
ferent version of events. He 
claims his “ruination” is a de¬ 
liberate conspiracy orchestrat¬ 
ed by Clark, a Christian fun¬ 
damentalist whom Forston 


contends is trying to rid the 
city of homosexual “perverts.” 

In a video tape viewed by 
this reporter, Clark talks 
about Forston and the need 
for “spiritual warfare” against 
“Satan.” On the tape, Clark 
also tells his Assembly of God 
audience that initially the po¬ 
lice department did not want 
him to pursue the case, fear¬ 
ful that “Mark Forston and 
the homosexuals might sue 
us. They haven’t yet,” Clark

The District Attorney’s of¬ 
fice has decided to renew a 
contract for services with 
Community United Against 
Violence for a three-month 
probationary period.

The decision not to renew 
the agency’s $124,000 contract 
for services for an entire fis¬ 
cal year was made after the 
agency failed to file three 
quarterly program and statis¬ 
tical reports despite repeated 
attempts by Donna Medley, 
head of the DA’s Victim Wit¬ 
ness Program, to obtain them. 

The management snafu 
was revealed last week fol¬

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Gay Cop Recuperating 
After Suspect's Attack

A popular gay San Fran¬ 
cisco police officer underwent 
emergency facial surgery on 
Aug. 9 after being injured 
during the arrest of a suspect¬ 
ed crack cocaine dealer in the 
Mission District’s Lucky Al¬ 
ley. 

Mission Station Officer 
Ray Benson received an esti¬ 
mated 50 stitches to close the 
facial laceration suffered 
when he was slammed into 
the side of a house by the 
fleeing suspect. 

Benson had responded to a 
early morning citizen com¬ 
plaint of a drug deal in 
progress at the site bordered 
by 25th and 26th streets near 
the Army Street Projects. 

Police told the suspect, Jef¬ 
frey Helton, 31, to halt and 
that they wanted to talk to 
him but Helton attempted to 
flee. A patrol car pulling into 
the alley blocked Helton’s 
egress onto 25th Street, ac¬ 
cording to SFPD Inspector 


Don O’Connor. 

Helton, who had attempt¬ 
ed to escape by running along 
the tops of cars parked in the 
alley, began to run full bore at 
Benson, according to O’Con¬ 
nor, who was blocking his 
exit. 

“Ray attempted to stop 
him and they collided. Helton 
threw a couple of punches as 
officers were trying to arrest 
him but he was violently re¬ 
sisting. During this time Ray 
was slammed into the wall of 
a house. Coming down the 
side of the wall was cable 
held in place by two brackets. 
Ray’s faced was sliced up by 
the brackets. He was operated 
on but will have permanent 
scar tissue from the injury to 
his face,” O’Connor said. 

Helton was charged with 
aggravated assault, possession 
of crack cocaine, possession of 
a belt knife and violently re¬ 
sisting a police officer’s at¬ 
tempt to perform his duties. 
He remains in custody at the 
Hall of Justice.

BART Grants Benefits To Partners

The Bay Area Rapid Tran¬ 
sit Board of Directors voted 
Aug. 6 to make BART the 
first transportation agency in 
the nation to offer domestic 
partner benefits to its lesbian 
and gay employees. 

BART — a model transit 
authority in the United States 
and one of the largest in the 
country with 2,600 employees 
— will now pay for the full 
health benefits, including 
medical, dental, survivor and 
bereavement benefits, to all 
domestic partners of lesbian 
and gay employees. 

The measure, which was 
proposed by Director Michael 
Bernick, passed in a cliffhang- 
er five to four vote of the 
Board, as two directors ago¬ 
nized over their position on 
the issue until the very end of 
the debate. A measure spon¬ 
sored by Board President 
Wilfred Ussery, which would 
have granted benefits to all 
domestic partners of employ¬ 
ees, regardless of sexual ori¬ 
entation, was voted down, 
four to four with one absten¬ 
tion, just before the Bernick 
proposal was considered. 

Bernick, union leaders, and 
lesbian and gay activists 
fought an uphill battle to get 
the measure approved. A sim¬ 
ilar proposal lost on a four to 
five vote of the Board in 1989. 

“What made the difference 
this year was the participation 
of the unions and the partici¬ 
pation of lesbian and gay ac¬ 
tivists throughout the Bay 
Area, particularly the Harvey 
Milk Club,” Bernick said. 

The work of the lesbian 
and gay organizers was evi¬ 
dent at the hearing, as more 
than 60 lesbian and gay peo¬ 
ple attended to show their 
support of the measure. Dur¬ 
ing the community input, 24 
people spoke in favor of the 
measure, many of whom re¬ 
lated personal anecdotes and 
spoke about issues of respect 
and fairness. Only one speak¬ 
er, a representative of the 
Traditional Values Coalition,

opposed the measure. 

“Some people would cast 
this as a moral issue, and they 
are absolutely right. We are 
discussing an issue of fairness 
and the path that is most fair 
is not always the easiest,” said 
San Francisco Mayor Frank 
Jordan’s representative Stacy 
Walters. 

Katie Dwight, from the 
Harvey Milk Progressive 
Democratic Club, a club advo¬ 
cating for lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender civil 
rights, ascribed the turnout to 
a mailing her committee sent 
to more than 400 supporters 
that was followed with phone 
calls. 

“We felt that the Tradition¬ 
al Values Coalition was going 
to be very organized and 
were going to have a lot of 
people, and we wanted to bal¬ 
ance it. I was shocked that 
they had only one representa¬ 
tive. Maybe they’ve had so 
many losses that they’re get¬ 
ting frustrated. They could 
have won this one. It was 
close,” Dwight said. 

Dwight and Bernick say 
that the victory was particu¬ 
larly difficult to achieve be¬ 
cause the BART Board repre¬ 
sents some conservative re¬ 
gions in the East Bay, and 
several of the directors who 
voted in favor of the measure, 
most notably Sue Hone and

Margaret Pryor, faced threats 
that they wouldn’t be reelect¬ 
ed if they did. 

“I’m pleased and proud of 
Board members who stood 
up to a lot of pressure not to 
do the right thing,” Bernick 
said. 

“This is the first domestic 
partners issue that will be af¬ 
fecting voters in Contra Costa 
County, which includes Con¬ 
cord and Walnut Creek, so 
this hits the heartland of the 
Traditional Values Coalition- 
type people,” Dwight said. 

Domestic partner propo¬ 
nents say the bottom line is 
that lesbian and gay families 
at BART are finally getting 
the equal respect they de¬ 
serve. 

“The most important part 
of this victory is that state 
and federal governments are 
not responding effectively to 
the needs of the contempo¬ 
rary family, so private compa¬ 
nies and agencies like BART 
are taking up the slack by re¬ 
sponding to the needs of their 
employees,” said Supervisor 
Harry Britt, the sponsor of 
San Francisco’s domestic 
partner ordinance. 

“This is a tremendous vic¬ 
tory not only for lesbian and 
gay employees of BART. 
Now we intend to take it to 
other transit agencies around 
the country,” Bernick said.V 
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Medical Marijuana Debated as 
'Brownie Mary' is Arraigned

As Brownie Mary faced 
her arraignment in a Santa 
Rosa court last week, support¬ 
ers of the “marijuana nurse” 
and the legalization of medi¬ 
cal marijuana were moving to 
action. 

Mary Rathbun, the 70-year- 
old former waitress who 
bakes marijuana brownies for 
AIDS patients, was arrested 
in the act of baking by Sono¬ 
ma County police July 21. 

She was arraigned in San¬ 
ta Rosa on Aug. 4 and plead 
not guilty to counts of posses¬ 
sion of marijuana for sale and 
selling or transporting mari¬ 
juana, charges that carry a 
prison sentence of up to five 
years. 

A highlight of the arraign¬ 
ment was when the judge 
told Rathbun that the mari¬ 
juana patches on her clothing 


were not appropriate court at¬ 
tire. She countered that the 
patches fall within her First 
Amendment right to freedom 
of expression. 

Meanwhile, that same 
morning, the City Services 
Committee of the Board of 
Supervisors held a hearing on 
the implementation of Propo¬ 
sition P, a measure passed by 
80 percent of San Francisco 
voters in November that re¬ 
quires the city to recommend 
that the State of California 
and the California Medical 
Association restore marijuana 
to the list of available 
medicines for debilitating dis¬ 
eases. The CMA endorsed the 
use of medical marijuana in 
April. 

At the hearing, Supervisor 
Terence Hallinan called on 
the mayor to implement 
Prop. P by making it city pol¬ 
icy that those cultivating or 


possessing marijuana for med¬ 
ical purposes will not be ar¬ 
rested or prosecuted. Hallinan 
also requested that San Fran¬ 
cisco’s lobbyist in Sacramento 
push for a state Medical 
Hemp Bill for the 1992-1993 
legislative session. 

The emotional hearing in¬ 
cluded testimony from doc¬ 
tors as well as patients with 
AIDS, cancer, glaucoma, mul¬ 
tiple sclerosis and other ill¬ 
nesses. 

“It’s a humanitarian issue. 
It alleviates people’s suffering. 
Being held up on 1930s con¬ 
cepts of marijuana and allow¬ 
ing people to continue to suf¬ 
fer is wrong,” Hallinan told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Hallinan added that he is 
now waiting for a position 
from the district attorney and 
the chief of police on the im¬ 
plementation of Prop. P in or¬ 
der to proceed. He said he ex¬ 


pects to have a positive re¬ 
sponse from both by the next 
City Services Committee 
hearings, on Aug. 18. If ap¬ 


proved by committee, the 
measure will go to the full 
board the following Monday.

The fundamentalists have 
a lot of nerve. 

The Christian Coalition, 
the same group badgering 
Bank of America and Wells 
Fargo for defunding the Boy 
Scouts, are now trying to 
force the San Francisco Pub¬ 
lic Library’s Eureka Valley- 
Harvey Milk branch to take 
down its Rainbow Flag. 

The fundamentalists say 
that if the Library Commis¬ 
sion does not remove the flag, 
they will appeal to State At¬ 
torney General Dan Lund- 
gren to file suit. 

The flag has flown over 
the branch — which was dedi¬ 
cated to the memory of Har¬ 
vey Milk in 1980 and houses a 
gay and lesbian collection — 
ever since it was donated by 
the Alexander Hamilton chap¬ 
ter of the American Legion in 
1989. 

“(The flag is a) divisive 
symbol that proves once 
again that gays are given 
more rights in San Francisco 
than anyone else,” argues 
Christian Coalition member 
Josef Youmtoub. 

According to Marsha Sny¬ 
der, a representative of the 
community relations office of 
the San Francisco Public Li¬ 
brary, over the past three 
years the library “may have 
had a handful of calls (about 
the flag).” But in the past 
week, her office has received 
at least five calls complaining 
about the flag, many of which 
“had a discriminatory tone.” 

‘Apparently there’s a 
group telling their members 
to call. I think it’s definitely 
homophobic,” said Milk 
branch manager Bill Stanton. 
“I’m not totally surprised. 
You expect this kind of thing 
to happen. But it’s disappoint¬ 
ing when it does.”

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STOP AIDS Survey Says 
Discussion Encourages Safe Sex

Gay men talking to each 
other in group discussions 
about safe sex practices and 
other issues related to AIDS 
reduces unsafe sex practices 
among local gay and bisexual 
men, according to a survey re¬ 
leased last week. 

The report, released by 
STOP AIDS Project, shows 
that gay and bisexual men 
who were having unsafe sex 
were able to stop having un¬ 
safe sex in the six months fol¬ 
lowing their participation in 
the project, said Dan 
Wohlfeiler, director of educa¬ 
tion for the agency. 

The Stop AIDS Project of¬ 
fers a one-time, four-hour 
long facilitated group discus¬ 
sion, held in a volunteer’s 
home, that covers a variety of 
issues about safe sex practices 
and HIV infection —from con¬ 
dom demonstrations to AIDS 
anti-body testing to issues of 
coping with grief and loss. 

The program uses more 
than 300 community volun¬ 
teers to spread the safe sex 


message. 

According to the results of 
the survey, 60 percent of the 
gay and bisexual men who 
had unsafe sex before the dis¬ 
cussion group reported that 
they had changed their behav¬ 
ior and were continuing to 
practice safe sex six months 
later. 

The survey was of 243 
men who responded to a 16- 
page follow-up questionnaire. 
More than 2,300 men have 
participated in the discussion 
groups. 

“We’re pretty ecstatic. It 
confirms that we are doing 
the right thing,” Wohlfeiler 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The program uses out¬ 
reach volunteers to go to bars, 
dance venues and other enter¬ 
tainment venues and to the 
streets to talk to peers about 
AIDS prevention and to in¬ 
vite them to participate in 
one of the meetings. 

The volunteers have seen 
over 10,000 people in street 
and club outreach. Just over 
half of the men have been un¬ 
der 30. 


Approximately 22 percent 
are men of color. One third of 
the men have lived here less 
than two years. Three quar¬ 
ters have lived in San Fran¬ 
cisco less than a decade. 

There are a variety of fac¬ 
tors that can lead to unsafe 
sex, Wohieler told the Bay 
Area Reporter, including low 
self-esteem and alcohol and 
drug use 

Another factor can be 
hopelessness caused by living 
in a community devastated by 
the epidemic, he said. 

“Guys put on condoms out 
of a feeling that they are go¬ 
ing to survive, but what hap¬ 
pens if survival itself becomes 
a very iffy issue and all the 
people that you thought you 
were going to grow old with 
are suddenly not there? The 
equation becomes less clear,” 
he said. 

“But, it’s important for gay 
men to realize their communi¬ 
ty does have a future and that 
they can help make that fu¬ 
ture,” he said. ▼

nine in the riders’ 20-city, 23- 
day journey around the U.S. 
through which the group 
hopes to re-inspire young peo¬ 
ple, and particularly young 
women, to get involved in the 
political process. 

“We don’t have 20 years of 
experience, but we do have 
ideas and enthusiasm,” Shan¬ 
non Lyss, who co-founded the 
Third Wave with Rebecca 
Walker, Alice’s daughter, 
said. 

They’ve registered more 
than 12,000 people to vote so 
far, and say that number’s 


tiny compared to the registra¬ 
tions that will follow in their 
wake. And it’s the personal 
contacts, the one-on-one con¬ 
versations about the impor¬ 
tance of voting, that support¬ 
ers say is going to make the 
difference. 

“You never know who you 
have touched or who you 
have moved. Sometimes it’s 
necessary to think about the 
small picture, to think about 
one five-year-old child, one 
starving father, one broken

More than 500 women 
gathered in the Southern Ex¬ 
posure Gallery of Project Ar¬ 
taud on Aug. 5 for the first 
meeting of Women’s Action 
Coalition, or WAQ a new di¬ 
rect action group for women’s 
rights. 

Despite minimal publicity, 
hordes of women responded 
to the call for taking their 
anger about misogyny and op¬ 
pression into the streets. 

“I think it’s time that fem¬ 
inists organize again like we 
did 20 years ago, using the ex¬ 
perience of the last 20 years. 
The backlash against women 
is getting so vicious we have 


to get more organized in our 
fight,” said Constance Scott, a 
veteran union worker who 
joined the mob at the opening 
meeting. 

“We are witness to the cur¬ 
rent economic, cultural and 
political pressures that limit 
women’s lives and to the hor¬ 
rifying effect of these limita¬ 
tions,” the group’s mission 
statement reads. “We will ex¬ 
ercise our full creative power 
to launch a visible and re¬ 
markable resistance. WAC is 
watching. We will take ac¬ 
tion.” 

The new organization is 
modeled after WAC/New 
York, which applies the tac¬ 
tics and style of ACT UP and

Police Confiscate 
Clean Needles

Three hundred clean sy¬ 
ringes that were to be dis¬ 
tributed to addicts by Alame¬ 
da County Exchange were 
confiscated from AIDS ac¬ 
tivist Scott Halem and seven 
others on Aug. 8 by Oakland 
police. 

Officers prevented the 
group from distributing the 
needles at the 16th and Wood 
West Oakland distribution 
site across from the Amtrack 
Station, according to Joey 
Trachina, director of the 
AIDS Prevention Action Net¬ 
work. 

Three officers stopped the 
group from distributing the 
sterile syringes and warned 
the group they would return 
next week to confiscate more 
equipment if the group at¬ 
tempted to distribute again at 
the site. A rally in support of 
ACE will be held at the dis¬ 
tribution site on Aug. 15 at 
9:45 a.m., Tranchina said. 

ACE spokesperson Scott 


Halem told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the group thought 
it had the support of Oakland 
city officials for the exchange 
but police told them they 
were under orders from a po¬ 
lice captain to confiscate the 
needles. 

“It’s absolutely ridiculous,” 
Halem said. “Oakland is the 
crime capital of the West 
Coast and four blocks away 
from the exchange site is the 
heaviest drug dealing area in 
the county and people are be¬ 
ing shot to death all over. 
You’d think the police had 
better things to do than inter¬ 
fere with AIDS prevention 
workers.” 

“Alameda County is the 
only County in the Bay Area 
that doesn’t have a public 
health professional as a health 
director. They have limited 
leadership which is unable to 
stand up to the public health 
ignorance of the Alameda 
County District Attorney’s of¬ 
fice,” Tranchina said. ▼ 




ABA Votes to Include Gay Lawyers 
And Endorse Abortion Rights

The American Bar Associ¬ 
ation endorsed abortion rights 
and admitted a lesbian and 
gay lawyers association as an 
affiliate member during its 
national convention in San 
Francisco Aug. 5-12. 

The 370,000 member na¬ 
tional group voted to allow 
the National Lesbian and Gay 
Law Association to become 
an affiliate member organiza¬ 
tion, the most significant prac¬ 
tical consequence of which is 
that the NLGLA will have 
voting membership in the 
ABA’s House of Delegates. 
The measure required a two- 
thirds vote of both the Gener¬ 
al Assembly and the House of 
Delegates, and was passed 
easily through both bodies, 
with a vote of 314 to 123, or 
71 percent approval, in the 
House. 

At the group’s 1991 con¬ 
vention, the NLGLA was ap¬ 
proved for membership by 
the General Assembly, but 
did not get the necessary two- 
thirds vote in the House of 
Delegates. 


“The House has always 
been viewed as the trickier 
hurdle,” said Kevin James, a 
spokesperson for Bay Area 
Physicians for Human Rights, 
which has been organizing 
diligently for the measure. 
“But this convention has a 
California accent, a slight bias 
toward California people be¬ 
ing here — and those people 
tend to vote our way.” 

“The ABA 20 years ago 
was a very conservative, very 
white, very male organiza¬ 
tion. It’s come a long way, but 
it’s still a moderate, establish¬ 
ment organization,” James 
said, explaining the signifi¬ 
cance of the approval of the 
lesbian and gay sub-group. 

The General Assembly of 
the ABA also voted over¬ 
whelmingly to approve a 
measure opposing state or 
federal restrictions on a wom¬ 
an’s right to choose an abor¬ 
tion before fetal viability and 
afterwards if the pregnancy 
threatens her life or health. 
And, after a two-hour debate 
on the subject, the House of 
Delegates, the 535 member 
decision-making body of the 


national association, voted 276 
to 168 to approve the mea¬ 
sure, easily clearing the sim¬ 
ple majority necessary for of¬ 
ficial adoption. 

“The vote shows the ABA 
is relevant and accountable to 
the women of America,” said 
Ann McGowan, the president 
of California Women 
Lawyers, a group organizing 
heavily for passage of the 
measure. 

Approval of the pro-choice 
measure allows the ABA to 
lobby for the Freedom of 
Choice Act in Congress and 
file amicus briefs in the 
courts in defense of a wom¬ 
an’s right to choose. A similar 
policy had been in effect be¬ 
fore the group’s 1990 conven¬ 
tion in Chicago, when pro-life 
forces reversed the stand. 

A resolution calling on all 
state governments to legislate 
that those selling or leasing 
property do not need to re¬ 
veal the HIV status of the pre¬ 
vious occupants was dropped 
from the convention agenda 
early in the week. ▼

Imagine yourself once again a high school student. You 
open your textbook and find a frank discussion of gay and les¬ 
bian parenting. Another chapter tells of gay and lesbian 
teenagers. Another chapter on mental health cites a leading 
cause of suicide among teens to be the alienation and depres¬ 
sion they feel believing they are alone in their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

Such important information could be included in high 
school classrooms under the proposed framework for health 
textbooks currently under consideration by the State Board 
of Education. 

Proposed and diligently supported by Project 21, the new 
framework is nothing short of revolutionary. If adopted, it will 
make an incredible impact by opening the minds of the next 
generation of students of all orientations. Public hearings on 
the framework were held July 27 in Sacramento. As might be 
expected, the homophobes were on hand to cite their ignorant 
claims against enlightened education. 

Project 21’s A1 Kielwasser eloquently explains the mea¬ 
sures to institute these educational changes in our guest edi¬ 
torial. We agree with him and add only that anyone interested 
in convincing the State Board of Education to save our 
teenagers, rather than appease the hate-mongers, should call 
the Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against Defamation at 861-4588. 

Save Our Rainbow Flag 

The Christian Coalition is at it again. This time they’ve got 
their narrow sights set on the rainbow flag that flies over the 
San Francisco Public Library’s Eureka Valley-Harvey Milk 
branch. It seems these “Christians” think the flag shouldn’t fly 
over a public building because it represents the “special rights” 
that we lesbians and gays enjoy in San Francisco. 

Perhaps they should tell that to the dozens of men and 
women who are bashed each month in this city because they 
are perceived to be queer, or the countless others who endure 
verbal slurs, or those of us who are refused public accommo¬ 
dations or who remain closeted out of fear of reprisals at work. 
We could tell them all that they don’t need to worry: That 
striped flag flying over the library means we’ve got it easy. 

That’s not what our flag means. Yes, the rainbow flag re¬ 
flects our power and pride. But our power is not easily won, 
by no means complete, even in San Francisco, and surely tak¬ 
en for granted by no gay or lesbian here or anywhere else. The 
claim that we get “special rights” is commonly used by the fun¬ 
damentalists in their attempt to deny us even basic freedom 
from discrimination. It’s a foolish argument that the library 
isn’t buying. We hope the Christian Coalition’s latest bleatings 
will die as the ridiculous publicity ploy it clearly is. 

But if the “Christians” keep up their unwarranted drive to 
remove the rainbow flag, they’re sure to find out from our re¬ 
action what pride that flag truly represents. 

BART Leads the Way 

Bay Area Rapid Transit last week voted to grant benefits 
to the domestic partners of its gay and lesbian employees. We 
applaud them for the decision that places them in the es¬ 
teemed company of Levi Strauss, which made the same move 
earlier this year. Its bold policy decisions like this that will lead 
employers across the country to recognize the equal rights of 
gays and lesbians. BART should be proud for taking this im¬ 
portant step toward human rights for all. 

Once again, though, critics are decrying this move as 
a bow to the “special rights” of gays and lesbians. Any hetere- 
osexual couple seeking such benefits need only get legally mar¬ 
ried. Until same sex couples are equally recognized in the 
workplace, such a measure is another step toward equal status.

Support Lesbian- and Gay-Inclusive Education 


T hey came in waves of hatred and ig¬ 
norance. Professing titles like 
“Reverend” and “Doctor,” they claimed to 
have the “facts.” Homosexuality in¬ 
evitably results in AIDS. Sadomasochism is a 
leading cause of death amongst gay men. Gay 
people drink urine. Young lesbians kill them¬ 
selves out of shame for their own sin. Homopho¬ 
bia is a myth. 

And, or course, they came with their biggest 
“fact” of all. Homosexuals want one thing more 
than any other: Children — children to molest, 
to defile and, ultimately, to recruit — children 
who will be forced to carry the great homosex¬ 
ual sin into a new generation. Predacious 
pedophilia is the very essence of the militant 
homosexual agenda. 

Those were the sorts of statements made on 
a hot summer afternoon in Sacramento, as the 
State Board of Education met to hear public 
comments on two new curriculum frameworks 
that will dictate the content of health and physi¬ 
cal education textbooks used in our public 
schools. These frameworks include, for the first 
time ever, factual references to lesbians and gays. 
The references are actually quite small, even 
minimal. They confirm the existence of lesbians 
and gays, and little more. Yet, even these meager 
mentions were enough to evoke a chorus of 
hatred and denial from the bigots who traveled 
to Sacramento to testify under the misdirection 
of such professional homophobes as Lou Shel¬ 
don and his well-financed Traditional Values 
Coalition. 

Of course, there were other voices at these 
hearings. Our community responded with char¬ 
acteristic grace and conviction. In the midst of 
what could easily have been taken for a KKK 
meeting, we spoke the truth about our many 
lives. But will the Board of Education hear this? 
Or will the Board continue to listen to lies, and 
so condone the hatred? 

A number of lesbian and gay youth addressed 


the Board, telling stories of their own struggles 
against bigotry, isolation and invisibility. Some 
spoke with a poetic precision about their own 
suicide attempts and their own victories over 
hatred. And yet, no Board member acknowl¬ 
edged these intrepid stories or the heroic youth 
who told them. No Board member spoke in de¬ 
fense of our community. 

Instead, Joe Stein, President of the Board, 
complained that the public testimony had been 
“too narrow” and seemed to veer from “actual 
health issues.” To hell with the lesbian couple 
whose son is taunted to tears each day at school. 
Forget about the gay teen contemplating suicide. 
Let’s talk about the four food groups! 

And so it went. But how will it go? Other 
Board members might be more sentient than 
Stein, who has clearly aligned himself with the 
far right. We just don’t know. 

What we do know is that the Board of Educa¬ 
tion — comprised entirely of Republican ap¬ 
pointments — has postponed its vote on the 
Health and Physical Education frameworks un¬ 
til September, possibly later. They claim it 
would be wrong to “rush” the issue. Apparent¬ 
ly, some of them are willing to tolerate lies 
awhile longer. We cannot wait. 

Should the Board of Education decide to cen¬ 
sor the few remaining lesbian and gay refer¬ 
ences, the blood of another generation of youth 
will be on the hands of each member who fails 
to support inclusion and educational equity. It 
is neither melodramatic nor hyperbolic to ob¬ 
serve that lesbian and gay youth are being vic¬ 
timized — at this moment — for lack of fair and 
factual information about their lives. Here, too, 
an awful algebra connects silence and death. 

Now more than ever, our community must 
fight for inclusion in these frameworks.

Paying Their Fair Share 

Our schools, health services, social services and 
other essentials are in a crisis. Cutbacks, layoffs and 
closures are commonplace. Our politicians say we just 
can’t afford them and that even with these cuts, there 
will be a whole new range of taxes levied on the work¬ 
ing person. 

Meanwhile, a very wealthy segment of our society, 
unjustly enriched because of a misinterpretation of the 
law, goes untaxed. Each day, church-funded television 
and radio networks, and newspapers worth billions 
of dollars in value can compete with commercial tax- 
paying businesses, as do church-owned banks, in¬ 
surance companies, apartment houses, luxury yachts 
and palatial hotels, record companies and theme parks 
— and not pay a penny in taxes, and all because they 
are “religious institutions.” 

The law requires the separation of church and state 
in order to preserve religious freedom. That being the 
case, then why are our governments at the local, state 
and federal level subsidizing religion? This special 
privileged status exempts billions of dollars of local 
real estate from property taxes, at a time when the rest 
of the people in society are not only called upon to pay 
high tax rates, but also to pay for their church’s share 
of the tax bills.

Health Textbooks 

I write to express my grave concern about narrow¬ 
minded bigotry being taught in California’s public 
schools, and to urge your readers to write to the State 
Board of Education insisting on the inclusion of all 
people in the new Health Framework. 

Last Monday, the California State Board of Educa¬ 
tion decided to put off its final approval of the new 
Health Framework that will stand as a guide to all 
California’s schools for the next seven years. The 
Board of Education is usually a rubber-stamping body 
when it comes to these decisions, but clearly they have 
gotten political over the Health Framework. Why? 
Because it includes three references to sexual orien¬ 
tation. The Framework defines “all youth” as in¬ 
cluding lesbian and gay youth, defines “family” as 
including families with parents of the same sex, and 
mentions the fact that 30 percent of teen suicide is due 
to misery over sexual orientation. The Board wanted 
a comprehensive Health Framework, but now that 
they have come under pressure from the fundamen¬ 
talist right, they are threatening to backtrack. 

At the hearing last Monday, those protesting the in¬ 
clusion of all students and families in the educational 
process presenting their stone-age arguments, stating 
that homosexuality was an abominable, unnatural, 
disease-ridden “lifestyle choice.” In the face of 
testimony of parents who had lost their children to 
suicide and from young people who had tried to kill 
themselves, the bigots argued that gay teen suicide 
was due to guilt and homosexuals’ supposedly natural 
predilections towards self-destruction. 

While the period to enter comment into the public 
record is now over, it is not too late to write to in¬ 
dividual members of the Board in order to remind 
them how necessary the inclusion of these references 
really is. If you were coming to terms with your gay 
or lesbian sexual identity while still in school, I urge 
you to write to the Board and remind them what the 
isolation felt like; how school did not address your 
needs, and how such neglect impairs all youth’s educa¬ 
tion and chances of future success.

Project. Based in Sacramento, the Lambda Letters 
Project assists its members and other interested per¬ 
sons in expressing their views to legislators and other 
public officials as well as to private industry on 
feminist, lesbian, gay and bisexual issues, in addition 
to issues relating to HIV status/AIDS. The project sup¬

The project managers have prepared a proposed set 
of by-laws, position statements for board members, a 
history of the project and a number of other 
documents which will be included in a search com¬ 
mittee binder to be used by that committee in its work. 

Now we must appeal for your help in this endeavor. 
Please seriously consider serving on our search com¬ 
mittee or as a board member or officer of the corpor- 
tion. We have budgeted for travel expenses and can 
provide some travel reimbursement if you are from 
outside the Sacramento area. If you cannot serve, 
please discuss the project among your friends and help 
us find someone who can serve.

For the AB 101 
defendants, the word “solidarity” has been just that: 
a word. 

To explore the multitude of potential reasons why 
there has been so little support from the community 
for these few who bear the brunt of the legal system’s 
attack is beyond the scope of this letter. But, if opposi¬ 
tional politics in this city is to become a viable force 
to be reckoned with, then the lack of solidarity that 
these defendants have had from within various activist 
circles is inexcusable and a poor testament to the ex¬ 
tent of people’s commitment to one another. How can 
members of any political group in San Francisco ad¬ 
vocate taking action that could result in people get¬ 
ting arrested while there are still people from previous 
protests dealing with the consequences of those ac¬ 
tions by themselves and without organizational 
support? 

As we continue to enter into a very uncertain and 
fragile future, with the specter of the rising right wing 
before us, and the socio-economic fabric falling apart 
beneath us, the possibility and necessity of a con¬ 
certed, militant, oppositional movement engaging in 
actions that go beyond currently acceptable forms of 
dissent is very real. If this is the case, then the concept 
of solidarity must cease to be a concept and become 
a living reality. No one must be left behind in the dust. 
We must not view each other as the state views its in¬ 
fantry, as cannon fodder. Otherwise, who is going to 
be willing to jeopardize oneself by trying to fight 
back, if there is no assurance that there will be anyone 
to back them up? 

Right now the AB 101 defendants need financial 
support. We need help with organizing a fundraiser. 
We need a promoter. We need people to make dona¬ 
tions. We need to publicize our plight. We need more 
committed people working on the various projects of 
AB 101 Defendants Fund. Too few people are doing 
work that should be done by many. The choice is sim¬ 
ple. Will the AB 101 defendants remain forgotten 
scapegoats left to rot in the dustbin of San Francisco 
activist history, casting a dark shadow over the future? 
Or will people come to our aid and help us put these 
legal consequences behind us, thus giving hope and 
encouragement to others who may find themselves in 
similar situations again?

Noel Coward Review 

I must say that I was disappointed in your review 
of “Noel Coward: A Biography” by Clive Fisher (Bo 
Huston, B.A.R., July 16). For starters, it seems odd to 
assign the review to a writer who is undoubtedly 
biased: “Coward is not the kind of artist whose life or 
work are particularly compelling to me.” On the one 
hand: “... there is something lacking in this biography: 
a curiosity about the subject. Coward is not 
penetrated, merely described”; on the other: “... not 
the most involving reading experience I can think of. 
Again, the fault is more Coward’s than Fisher’s.” The 
biography is variously described as “handsome,” 
“competent,” “masterful,” “a crashing bore,” “limited” 
and “distant.” I would add “superficial,” “mean- 
spirited,” “inadequate” and “flimsy.” 

I fear I shall continue to trust the judgment of 
Maugham, Rattigan and Albee, among Coward’s con¬ 
temporaries who have sung his praises as a playright, 
rather than that of Mr. Huston who finds that Sir Noel 
wrote “only one or two plays” of “any lasting relevance 
or interest.” 

Bo Huston finds Coward guilty of being “notorious¬ 
ly short on self-analysis” and “hesitant to commit any 
self-revelation to paper.” I’m sorry, but where does it 
say in the rules of playwrighting that one must do so? 
It is the biographer’s job to dig out insights when they 
are not conveniently laid out by the subject. One can 
find some quite revelatory insights in Coward’s 
writings — in his lyrics, plays and memoirs. Mr. Fisher 
has done a very slap dash job, and failed utterly. One 
hopes that the biography of Coward now in progress 
by Philip Hoare (the biographer of Stephen Tennant) 
will be a more substantial contemporary look at this 
ever-intriguing subject. 

It would appear that Bo Huston, lacking interest as 
noted, has not read the excellent biographies of 
Coward by Cole Lesley and Sheridan Morley — since 
he seems to take Fisher’s at face value. It is, in fact, 
a little more than a rehashing of previously publish¬ 
ed material with a few salacious bits thrown in. I agree 
that Mr. Fisher did not penetrate Coward; neither has 
Mr. Huston penetrated Mr. Fisher’s rather thin book.

The Giants 


W hile some never-say- 
die reporters (par¬ 
ticularly the sports- 
writers) as well as 
thousands of brokenhearted 
fans are still holding out hop¬ 
ing for a miracle of sorts that 
would keep the San Francisco 
Giants from moving to Florida 
at the end of the current 
season, it’s all over. Someone 
— indeed many had a part in it 
— dropped the ball and it is the 
bottom of the ninth with two 
outs and two strikes on the 
Giants’ last chance as Bob 
Lurie, laughing all the way to 
the bank, says goodbye to Can¬ 
dlestick Park, telling the loyal 
fans to, in effect, kiss his ass be¬ 
cause, as we all know (don’t 
we?) “the rich get richer” and 
life is always good living in a 
mansion in Atherton. 

Should we be surprised that 
the “spoiled brat” multimil¬ 
lionaire sold San Francisco’s 
baseball team for tens of 
millions more than he paid for 
it? Hell no. So far as I know, 
Bob Lurie never claimed to be 
a sportsman; the guy is a cold- 
blooded businessman and 
frankly, there is nothing wrong 
with that. Indeed, how do you 
think that mere millionaires 
become multimillionares? 

In some cases — Bob Lurie 
a classic case — people take 
the millions handed down by 


their parents and invest it to 
make millions more. Nothing 
wrong with that; it is indeed 
the American way. Enough 
about Mr. Lurie; like I said, 
given a like opportunity, 
anyone of us would have 
doubtlessly done the same 
thing. So, the Giants, a hapless 
bunch at times, to be sure, but 
still the San Francisco Giants, 
are history. Why? Who is real¬ 
ly to blame for letting a major 
league get away (other than the 
greedy Mr. Lurie, that is) from 
what is not really a major 
league city anymore? There is 
plenty of “blame” to go 
around. 

I would have to agree with 
Herb Caen when he says that 
City Hall made it very easy 
and gave Lurie the out he was 
looking for back in 1989 when 
then-Mayor Art Agnos and the 
majority of the Board of Super¬ 
visors ever so casually decided 
to let the Giants out of a lease 
that would have forced them to 
stay at Candlestick through the 
1994 season. Just what Mr. 
Lurie was looking for — a city- 
sponsored escape clause. In¬ 
cidentally, four of those brain- 
surgeon supervisors have their 
names on the November ballot 
this year, and I suppose that if 
enough furious Giants’ fans 
wanted to know, I could be per¬ 
suaded to name them. 


In fact, I spoke with a couple 
of them this week regarding 
that stupid 1989 vote, and you 
should have heard the ra¬ 
tionalizations they came up 
with. Did Mayor Frank Jordan 
drop the ball? You decide; 
while many are saying that Jor¬ 
dan, only in office seven 
months now, never really had 
a fair chance at the bat in keep¬ 
ing the Giants here, the mayor 
personally told me only a week 
before the June vote in which 
San Jose voters turned down a 
new stadium that he was on 
top of the situation. On the Sat¬ 
urday before the Tuesday June 
primary, I ran into the mayor 
and told him that I hoped that 
in the event San Jose voters 
turn down the stadium next 
week, your office has a plan 
ready to keep them here. Jor¬ 
dan looked me in the eye and 
said, “We not only have one 
plan, Wayne, we have two.” I 
took the good mayor at his 
word, but to date we have yet 
to see either of the “two” plans 
Jordan had ready awaiting the 
results of the San Jose vote. 

Supervisor Angela Alioto 
told me this week that she 
“definitely” has the funding — 
in the “neighborhood of $100 
million” in a package that she 
will announce probably today 
(Thursday) that assures a new 
baseball stadium will be built 


at the 7th and Townsend site. 
Alioto emphasized th^t the 
package she will announce is 
to build the stadium, not to buy 
the team. Buying the team, the 
supervisor points out, is sup¬ 
posed to be put together by a 
group appointed by, or at least 
at the direction of Mayor 
Jordan. 

While some have accused 
Supervisor Alioto of “doing a 
lot of talking and holding a lot 
of meetings these past few 
months” with, seemingly, little 
concrete results, I think the 
woman at least gets credit for 
trying— something few of the 
other City Hall “leaders’^?) 
have been doing. Others seem 
content to sit around and point 
the finger of blame at others. 
Board President Kevin Shelly, 
Terence Hallinan and others 
are all saying what a “tragedy” 
it is that the team is now gone, 
but none have anything to of¬ 
fer as to how to keep them. Su¬ 
pervisor Roberta Achtenberg, 
in fact, was quoted in Sunday’s 
San Francisco Independent as 
saying “It is not exactly clear 
what could have been done, 
but it is clear that Frank Jordan 
did not do it.” 

Can someone tell me just 
what the hell that was sup¬ 
posed to mean? If you can’t say 
something sensible, super¬ 
visor, say nothing at all. For his 
part, the mayor was seeming¬ 
ly holding out false hope that 
“all is not lost — yet.” Forget it 

— the Giants are history; the 
voters have made it known 
several times, for one reason or 
another, that they don’t want 
the team here bad enough to 
build them a stadium; politicos 
like Quentin Kopp and Rich¬ 
ard Hongisto (only to name 
two) have done their best, 
repeatedly, to defeat measures 
that would have kept the team 
here; both the American and 
National League owners will 
vote approval of the move next 
month, and I’ll eat my newly 
purchased Giants’ cap on top 
of the home team dugout at 
Candlestick if, by any unfore¬ 
seen miracle, the Giants’ are 
the San Francisco Giants next 
season. 

As one bitter longtime 
Giants fan put it last week, 
“This is a business, and we are 
talking probably $113 million 

— Lurie would sell his wife 
and family for that kind of 
money.” (Incidental^ I was just 
kidding about eating my cap, 
etc.)

You read it right, the Repub¬ 
lican National Convention 
organizers announced last 
week that the Rev. Lou 
Sheldon, founder of the anti¬ 
gay, anti-abortion far-right 
Anaheim-based Traditional 
Values Coaliation, will indeed 
appear on the podium, proba¬ 
bly with George Bush himself, 
during next week’s Houston 
confab. Since last year Shel¬ 
don has met numerous times 
with the president, and Bush 
now reportedly considers the 
homophobic Christian Funda¬ 
mentalist leader a key player in 
his relationship with religious 
groups; in fact, the White 
House now says that Rev. Shel¬ 
don is “as important a link to 
the heart of evangelism as are 
longtime Bush stalwarts Rob¬ 
ertson and Moral Majority 
founder Jerry Falwell.” 

Look for Sheldon to play a 
high-profile part of next 
week’s convention; Bush needs 
him and his religious right and 
the Republicans will get as 
much use as they can, pro¬ 
moting their “family values” 
campaign, with the help of 
Sheldon and his ilk. The one 
issue that Lou Sheldon re¬ 
serves his hottest fire for is 
homosexuality, and he and his 
followers, now close to Bush 
and Quayle, will make certain 
there is no hint of a pro-gay at¬ 
titude at the convention. 
Sheldon, in fact, told reporters 
recently that he is sure he can 
count on the president in his 
war against homosexuality 
and abortion, because the pres¬ 
ident has, according to Shel¬ 
don, personally assured him. 
“Mr. Bush said to me, ‘Rev. 
Lou, mark me down — I am 
opposed to the same-sex mar¬ 
riage thing, and their agen¬ 
da,’ ” Sheldon said. “We were 
in a small group, in a friendly 
atmosphere, and he didn’t feel 
under pressure. I know he 
meant it from his heart.” 

Sheldon, headed for the 
Houston Republican Conven¬ 
tion, added that “I pray every 
night that this (Bush) campaign 
will take off. There’s no way 
the family values in this coun¬ 
try will hold if he doesn’t get in 
again.” 

Now that you know who 
George Bush and Dan Quayle 
are looking to this November 
to help win again, have you 
heard enough? As gays and les- 
bians, we had damned better 
be ready to commit ourselves 
— now — to electing Bill Clin¬ 
ton and A1 Gore — and Dianne 
Feinstein and Barbara Boxer 
in November.

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Olympic Dream Teaming

When NBC sportscasters 
profiled Canadian rower 
Silken Laumann, my heart 
skipped a beat. The sight of 
Laumann —buff as buff can 
be, driving her legs, leaning 
back into each stroke and 
gliding across the water in 
her shell — brought back all 
the lust I had to hide in the 
boathouse during my own 
rowing days. 

The sportscaster, in all the 
hype typical of Olympic cov¬ 
erage, explained that Lau¬ 
mann had suffered a boating 
accident that cost her five op-

erations in the past year. She 
was rowing before she was 
walking again, and her pres¬ 
ence in the Olympics was, by 
their definition, a miracle, by 
mine, proof positive that this 
woman must be a dyke. 

“Take a look at this one,” I 
called to my girlfriend in the 
kitchen. As she entered the 
living room, the sportscaster 
informed us both that 
Silken’s boyfriend John is a 
member of the Canadian 
men’s Olympic crew team. 

My heart sunk. 

Then shame set in. Who 
am I to project my love for 
women onto this wonderful, 
strong, talented, butch wom¬ 
an? 

But when the race began 
and American rower Anne 
Marden beat Silken in the 
qualifying heat, my heart 
skipped another beat — this 
time for Marden. 

Why hadn’t they profiled 
Marden — the American? 
Sure, Laumann’s comeback 
makes good story, but hasn’t 
this been the year for NBC to 
hype Americans and only 
Americans? It was a radical 
departure of the reporting 
trend to sound so nonchalant 
about an American in medal 
contention. Besides, Marden 
is a Princeton grad, a veteran 
Olympian — perfect for a 
Wheaties box. Was the prob¬ 
lem that she’d been training 
outside of the United States 
in the United Kingdom? Or 
was her hair too short? Her 
shoulders too wide? Her mus¬ 
cles too strong? Did she not 
have a boyfriend to point to? 

Viewing the women of 
these Summer Games, I have 
vacillated between pride in 
their abilities, outrage at the 
slim coverage they’ve re¬ 
ceived from the American 
media, and hope that I could 
claim some of them as my 
own — as lesbians. 

From the coverage’s men- 
behind-the-women angle on 
gymnastic coach Bela Karolyi 
and Jackie Joyner-Kersee’s 
husband Bobby Kersee to 
shots of Anita Nall dressing 
up for her high school prom, 

I kept wishing they’d give 
equal time to the women-be- 
hind-the-women. All I wanted 
was one peek at someone 
dressing up for a gay pride 
march. 

It’s the starvation — the fact 
that I know they are there, 
and I know the press won’t 
acknowledge any of them — 
that has me greedy for every 
woman athlete. 

I wondered what the Ex¬ 
aminer knew when it report¬ 
ed on swimmer Jenny 
Thompson’s accessories — a 
left ear with four different 



piercings, Wayfarer sunglass¬ 
es, and a baseball cap (worn 
backwards at the award cere¬ 
mony, I might add) and a 
“gruesome” tattoo of a rose 
run through by a sword. Ac¬ 
cording to the Examiner, “It 
was difficult to tell whether 
the Stanford sophomore was 
trying to live up to her repu¬ 
tation or to hide from it” 
when she said of the tattoo, 
“It’s not supposed to mean 
anything. Besides, it’s only a 
rub-on. It’s not a real tattoo or 
anything.” 

When every heterosexual 
indicator possible about wom¬ 
en athletes are made so crys¬ 
tal clear, I hear an invitation 
to make my own sense of any 
scrap of ambiguity served up. 

What is this “reputation” 
Thompson has to live up to 
or live down? 

Forget the 10 percent rule. 
I’ve traveled in athletic circles 
long enough to know that the 
kind of gender transgression 
that accompanies a woman 
dedicating her life so fully to 
sports at least doubles the 
possibility. And I know how 
deeply rooted the homopho¬ 
bia is. 

What I’ve done is adopted 
a 100 percent rule. That is, 
ALL women whose male sig¬ 
nificant other is not men¬ 
tioned by the press is mine to 
claim. In fact, I’ve started 
putting together my own little 
Dream Team — according to 
the dreams I dream. I don’t 
care whether any particular 
athlete is lesbian or gay, and, 
of course, I’m wrong some of 
the time. But because no one 
is telling me who is lesbian or 
gay, I know I’m right some of 
the time too! 

The invisibility of women’s 
teams seems particularly ho¬ 
mophobic to me. The men 
who work together in a team 
effort are celebrated far more 
jubilantly than are the women 
who bond with any enthusi¬ 
asm. It was a macho moment 
of solidarity when the U.S. 
men’s volleyball team ritually 
shaved their heads to exhibit 
team unity, but nobody men¬ 
tioned the tattoos that 
Thompson must have urged 
her teammates to sport in the 
relay final. 

I have no substantive evi¬ 
dence about any of the indi¬ 
viduals mentioned here, be¬ 
cause that’s not the point. In 
light of the unrealistic ab¬ 
sence sportscasters supply, I 
go looking for glimmers of 
gaiety. And I’m not the only 
one who does. 

In talking with friends, I’ve 
discovered I wasn’t alone in 
my admiration for the width 
of diver Mary Ellen Clark’s 
shoulders or the authority 
with which she threw her 
towel over the edge of the 
platform. 


After a surprise showing 
that won bronze, Clark sent 
greetings to the man in her 
life. 

“Hi, Dad,” she waved into 
the camera 

No let down there. Clark 
gets to be captain of my 
dream team. 

My dream team telecaster, 
Olympic skier Cindy Nelson, 
oft seen with Martina, (well, 
they have ex-football players 
covering track!) would have 
recalled a similar moment 
from Olympics past when, in 
a medal moment four years 
ago, diver Greg Louganis was 
asked if there was a special 
someone he wanted to say 
“Hi” to back in the United 
States. I had heard rumors of 
a coming out party, and I was 
sure this was it. Greg even 
seemed caught off guard by 
the question. His tongue 
seemed to trip up for a mo¬ 
ment, and then he shared the 
moment with a woman in his 
life — his niece. 

Another dream team selec¬ 
tion is the German heptath- 
lete who allegedly played 
rough with Jackie Joyner- 
Kersee. Was there more than 
meets the ear to the attention 
given to Bobby Kersee’s re¬ 
minder to his wife that she 
was the matador while her 
opponents were “bulls?” The 
buller the better, if you ask 
me! 

And speaking of rough 
stuff, according to Sports Il¬ 
lustrated, team handball play¬ 
er Sam Jones — named be¬ 


cause her father wanted a boy 
— has a “lust” for going 
“where most of the rough 
stuff occurs.” Why can’t I find 
any coverage of the women’s 
team handball squad? Jones 
makes the dream team, and 
maybe I should take the 
whole handball crew. 

As for crew, I wasn’t able 
to see enough rowing to 
choose, but I trust there are 
some triceps to die for, so I’d 
save a few seats for them. 
The field hockey women 
haven’t had a kilt of coverage, 
but, having slept with a few 
in my time, I know they’d be 
worth making room for. I’d 
also go down-under to meet 
the policewoman from Aus¬ 
tralia who won gold in white 
water kayak racing. 

In my dream, I’d also go 
one-on-one with basketball 
star Teresa Edwards. 

If I went coed, my dream 
team would include all the 


male gymnasts I rooted for 
because they weren’t afraid to 
cry. In fact, I would want all 
the “UnifiedTeam” gymnasts, 
male and female, because 
they seemed so genuinely at 
ease with the bodies of their 
teammates and kissed each 
other on the lips without 
reservation. 

As long as the media 
refuse to make visible what I 
know is there, I’ll symbolical¬ 
ly bring the truth to life in 
my own imagination. I am 
not claiming that any of these 
particular athletes is or is not 
lesbian or gay, but I do guar¬ 
antee that dreaming increases 
the viewing pleasure. 

So, build a dream team of 
your own. Citius, altius, for¬ 
tius — higher, faster, stronger. 
Go for the gold, and let them 
raise the rainbow flag to 
Sylvester singing “I Am What 
I Am.” ▼

Reproductive Rights 'Front 
Woman' Leona Benten Fights 
For Issues Beyond RU486

Leona Benten — the 29- 
year-old Berkeley resident 
who challenged the federal 
ban on RU486, the French 
abortion pill, by illegally 
bringing it into the country 
July 2 — has spent the past 
five weeks in the center ring 
of a media circus. 

Though wearied and wary 
from confrontations with an 
unrelenting press corps, Ben¬ 
ten agreed to share her expe¬ 
rience with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

It all started in the third 
week of June, when Benten 
realized she was pregnant. 
She went to Oakland’s Wom¬ 
en’s Choice Clinic to set up an 
appointment for an abortion, 
and was presented with an¬ 
other option: was she willing 
to be the “front woman” in 
the legal challenge against the 
federal ban on RU486? 

Benten thought it over. 

“This is not my main polit¬ 
ical struggle,” Benten said. 
“RU486 is not the biggest 
deal in the world to me, espe¬ 
cially considering that even if 
the case had won, it would 
have been a matter of women 
who are able to go to Europe 
and bring back a personal 
dose. It’s such an elitist kind 
of situation.” 

“So it wasn’t something 
that I was really excited 
about doing. There are all 
these other issues, like steril¬ 
ization abuse, that I think are 
more important in some ways 
because they get much less 
media attention and because 
they’re affecting women who 
don’t have any privilege,” she 
said. 

“On the other hand, I need¬ 
ed to get an abortion and it 
did seem like RU486 would 
work for me and it did seem 
like it would be a step toward 
something,” she said. “It was 
a choice of doing a political 
action or not doing a political 
action, so being the activist 
that I am, I decided to do the 
political action.” 

Within a few days Benten 
was in New York meeting 
with high-power, pro-choice 
advocate Lawrence Lader of 
Abortion Rights Mobilization, 
the group that had organized 
a national search for a woman 
willing to test the ban. 

“The main thing they were 
trying to find out was how ar¬ 
ticulate I was and how confi¬ 
dent I was about the decision 
I was going to make,” Benten 
recalled. 

The mainstream pro-choice 
advocates did not ask Benten 
about her politics. It might 
not have occurred to them 
that she would use the spot¬ 
light to raise issues ranging 
from prisoners rights to the 
rights of lesbian mothers to 
AIDS education. She said 
that they did not warn her 
about the media blitz she 
would face or set any guide¬ 
lines about an image she was 
supposed to portray. Lader 
and his mainstream cohorts 
were in for a surprise. 

“Larry had no idea (about 
my politics). He was extreme¬ 
ly condescending and he 
didn’t have any conception of 


what kinds of things I do. He 
has worked very much in the 
mainstream pro-choice move¬ 
ment and he doesn’t have any 
idea of what radical feminist 
politics is about,” Benten said. 

Benten and Lader were on 
a plane to London the next 
day, spent the night in sepa¬ 
rate London hotels, and when 
they boarded a return flight 
in the morning, Lader slipped 
Benten the small bottle of 12 
50-milligram pills. 

Meanwhile, Abortion 
Rights Mobilization notified

Customs authorities that Ben¬ 
ten would be carrying RU486 
into Kennedy Airport. RU486 
has been on a Federal Drug 
Administration list of drugs 
to be seized upon import 
since 1989. Since that list is 
typically reserved for medical¬ 
ly dangerous or black-market 
drugs and RU486 is neither, 
pro-choice advocates argue 
that the ban is politically mo¬ 
tivated. 

The rest of the story has 
been widely publicized. Cus¬ 
toms confiscated the drug, 
Benten went to court, the first 
federal judge ruled that she 
had a right to the pills, an ap¬ 
pellate panel overturned the 
ruling, Benten’s attorneys ap¬ 
pealed, and the case was as¬ 
signed to Clarence Thomas, 
who referred it to the entire 
Supreme Court, which ruled 
that Benten couldn’t have the 
pills. She went on to have a 
surgical abortion within days. 

A large part of Abortion 
Rights Mobilization’s strategy 
was to shed light on the fed¬ 
eral ban on RU486. They 
hoped the media would eat 
up Benten’s story, making ev¬ 
ery household in America 
aware of the issues involved. 
Benten was also originally in¬ 
terested in using the media to 
air her concerns, but was 
quickly turned off the press 
after she felt assaulted by the 
media’s invasive presence in 
her life. 

“Nobody warned me about 
the intense media coverage. I 
don’t think about the emo¬ 
tional effects on myself of do¬ 
ing these things. I just do 
them and then I deal with it,” 
she said. 

“I wanted to do media, but 
the night of the decision there 
were media vans outside my 
house until 2 a.m. waiting for 
me to come out. A San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle reporter came 
to my door early in the morn¬ 
ing and I told her I wasn’t go¬ 
ing to talk to her then and 
that’s what she printed. Chan¬ 
nel 5 put my whole street on 


television. There was just a 
total lack of respect.” 

“I have been feeling like 
I’m in this dangerous position 
because everybody knows my 
last name and Operation Res¬ 
cue-type people are really 
crazy and they’re really dan¬ 
gerous, and I feel like the 
press has had no respect for 
that at all,” she said. 

And when Benten has 
agreed to speak with the me¬ 
dia, she has been her radical 
self, insisting on bringing at¬ 
tention to the issues that she 
feels need some spotlight. 
Though she hasn’t gotten any 
feedback from the people at 
Abortion Rights Mobilization, 
Benten said that she has the 
feeling they weren’t pleased 
with her emphasis on a 
broad, radical agenda. 

“I think there was some 
disappointment about how 
easy it is for people to turn 
me off because they can just 
pigeonhole me as a radical 
person and ignore what I 
have to say. 

“I have questions about the 
effectiveness of myself as a 
spokesperson because people 
can do that, but I think you 
can’t really make a decision — 
people are going to be affect¬ 
ed by different things, and the 
things I’ve been talking about 
get into the mainstream press 
so rarely that it’s important to 
have that regardless,” she 
said. 

In fact, Benten was so in¬ 
sistent on the inclusion of is¬ 
sues affecting women of color 
that she turned down inter¬ 
views with Tom Brokaw and 
Dan Rather. 

“I based my decision about 
those two programs on the 
fact that reproductive rights is 
not a white issue,” she said. 
“Abortion gets all this media 
attention and all this publicity 
and all this political attention, 
and things like fetal alcohol 
syndrome, welfare cuts, lack 
of child care, lesbian mothers 
— all of these things do not get 
coverage. I want women of 
color to be talking to whoever 
I talk to with me, or prefer¬ 
ably instead of me.” 

“This is not about me. It’s 
not about my personal life, 
it’s not about who I am. It’s 
about women need to have 
these things, we need to have 
options. All women need to 
have options, and white mid¬ 
dle class women are the ones 
who have the most options. 
And so what I was saying is if 
you’re going to have me on, 
you’re going to have to have- 
women of color on, too. And 
they said no, this is about 
you. So I wouldn’t do it.” 

But the press wasn’t the 
only group making Benten’s 
life difficult. While she was 
negotiating with the media 
over how they would portray 
the issue of RU486, Benten 
faced another sort of harass¬ 
ment — pro-lifers offering to 
adopt her baby. She is infuri¬ 
ated by their requests. 

“I’ve had a lot of letters 
from people saying (they 
want to adopt my baby). They 
do not want my baby — the 
only reason they want this 
baby is to make a political

Abortion Pill Challenge 
Raises Awareness

Leona Benten’s quick trip 
to London has brought the is¬ 
sue of the ban on RU-486 to 
the American public’s atten¬ 
tion. 

But less attention has been 
given to how it compares to 
surgical abortion, and who 
would have access to it if the 
ban were to be lifted. 

RU486 causes the lining of 
the uterus and any fertilized 
egg to be shed by interfering 
with progesterone, the hor¬ 
mone that causes the uterus 
to create the lining. French 
studies show that the combi¬ 
nation of RU486 and the hor¬ 
mone prostaglandin 48 hours 
later is 96 percent effective in 
the first nine weeks of preg¬ 
nancy. Women for whom the 
combination is not effective 
can have a surgical abortion. 

According to the Popula¬ 
tion Council of New York, 
RU486 is slightly more risky 
than a surgical abortion, caus¬ 
ing significant complications 
in 2 percent of the women 
who take it, as compared to a 
1 percent significant complica¬ 
tion rate for surgical abor¬ 
tions. 

Abortion by RU486 can be 
done earlier in the pregnancy 
than can surgical abortion, 
can be given in a doctor’s of¬ 
fice instead of a clinic, and 
can be taken at home. In addi¬ 
tion, many doctors who are 
unwilling to perform surgical 
abortions have stated that 
they would administer RU- 
486 to patients. Use of RU486 
does require a return visit to 
the doctor’s office to make 
certain the drug has been ef¬ 
fective. 

Preliminary studies show 
that RU486 may be helpful 
for the treatment of many dis¬ 
eases, including cancer, Cush¬ 
ing’s syndrome, diabetes, en¬ 


dometriosis, meningioma, 
glaucoma, and fibroids. 

Some pro-choice activists 
see RU486’s versatility as a 
strong weapon in the fight to 
lift the federal ban on import 
of the drug, and say it’s only a 
matter of time until the broad 
coalition of people who need 
the drug steps up pressure on 
the federal government to 
end its interference. 

“Anything that allows the 
drug into the country is going 
to allow some kind of under¬ 
ground (for its use for abor¬ 
tion). It’s gonna happen — 
we’re going to get RU486. 
That’s not the question. The 
question is how much it costs 
when it gets here, how much 
access there is,” Benten says. 

At this point the French 
manufacturer of the drug, 
Roussel-Uclaf, and U.S. re¬ 
search companies aren’t even 
attempting to begin the test¬ 
ing process to win approval of 
the drug. Pro-choice activists 
say their inaction comes from 
a fear of right wing boycotts. 

“The point is that they’re 
afraid of boycotts. The only 
thing that will have an effect 
is if pro-choice people start 
saying that they’re going to 
hold a boycott,” Benten says. 

And meanwhile, there’s se¬ 
rious doubt on behalf of some 
organizations working for re¬ 
productive rights for women 
of color and poor women that 
RU486 would be any better 
than surgical abortions, to 
which many women do not 
have access. 

“Eighty-three percent of 
the counties in the U.S. do 
not have abortion clinics. RU- 
486 may be a way for women 
in these areas to have an 
abortion,” says Luz Alvarez 
Martinez of the National Lati¬ 
na Health Organization. 

But activists say that if the

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LA Police Chief Williams 
Visits Gay and Lesbian Center

LOS ANGELES - On 
Aug. 5 Willie Williams be¬ 
came the First Los Angeles 
Police Chief to set foot in the 
Gay and Lesbian Community 
Services Center. The historic 
meeting with members of the 
lesbian/gay community was 
facilitated by City Coun- 
cilmember Mike Woo. 

In his introductory re¬ 
marks, Woo called William’s 
visit “auspicious,” and “one 
more sign that we are at the 
end of one era and the begin¬ 
ning of another.” 

He said he believes 
Williams is committed to end¬ 
ing the historically “troubled 
relationship” between the 
LAPD and the lesbian/gay 
community. 

“My doors are open to you 
just as your doors are open to 
me here today,” Williams told 
the crowd of about 30 ac¬ 
tivists. “It doesn’t make any 
difference what your sexual 
preference is. ... We are your 
department. We work for 
you. You pay our salaries.” 

During a question and an¬ 
swer period Williams was 
corrected on his terminology 
and agreed to use the term 
“sexual orientation” instead of 
“sexual preference.” 

“I’m still learning to be a 
Southern Californian,” said 
Williams, who headed the Po¬ 
lice Department in Philadel¬ 
phia. 

Williams said he has start¬ 
ed a comprehensive “A to Z” 
reevaluation of all LAPD 
policies and practices, includ¬ 
ing training for new officers 
and the more than 10,000 
civilian and sworn employees 
of the department. He said he 
is also reevaluating the back¬ 
ground questionnaire for new 
recruits. 

“Your sexual preference 
should not be a question 
asked by the Los Angeles Po¬ 
lice Department,” he said, 
noting that as head of the 
Philadelphia Police Depart¬ 
ment he set up a police mini¬ 
station in the city’s gay area 
to recruit whoever walked in. 

Williams said he wants to 
establish a police liaison with 
the lesbian/gay community 
and set up an office to help 
coordinate demonstrations, in¬ 
cluding protests by people 
who want to “make a point” 
and get arrested. 

During the question-an¬ 
swer period Williams heard a 
myriad of complaints ranging 
from police indifference to 
gay bashing incidents to mis¬ 
treatment during demonstra¬ 
tions. 

Terry DeCrescenzo, execu¬ 
tive director of Gay and Les¬ 
bian Adolescent Social Ser¬ 
vices (GLASS) picked up on 
the training issues, saying 
management needs to be in¬ 
cluded. 

“When I talk about in-ser¬ 
vice training,” Williams re¬ 
sponded, “I talk about in-ser¬ 
vice training from the chief 
on down.” 

Civil rights attorney John 
Duran asked about police en¬ 
trapment of gays on lewd 
conduct charges. 

“Lives are ruined,” Duran 
said, “teaching credentials are 
ruined, licenses to practice 
medicine and law are ruined. 
And in 90 percent of the cases 
I see, it is with my client be-

ing innocent — who does not 
have the resources to take 
this to trial, or does not want 
to suffer the public humilia¬ 
tion of being on trial for lewd 
conduct.” 

“You’re saying that we are 
close to, if not involved in en¬ 
trapment?” Williams respond¬ 
ed. “Philosophically, my view 
is: unless it is something real¬ 
ly openly lewd and outra¬ 
geous, that would offend any¬ 
one, that was out in the open, 
then we don’t necessarily go 
entrapment.” 

Rick Parrish from the 
Asian Pacific AIDS Interven¬ 
tion Team and Colors United 
Action Coalition complained 
to Williams about men “per¬ 
ceived to be gay” being asked 
their HIV status during “rou¬ 
tine” police stops. 

“What you described,” 
Williams told Parrish, “to me 
that sounds wrong. That’s not 
going to take a lot of debate.” 

Attorney Mary Newcombe 
from Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund, asked 
Williams about “strong disci¬ 
plinary measures aimed at 
anti-gay comments and preju¬ 
dice,” suggesting a compari¬ 
son with the Navy’s recent 
harsh discipline on officers in¬ 
volved with the sexual harass¬ 
ment scandal. 

“Well, I agree with you,” 
Williams told Newcombe. He 
said he had just signed disci¬ 
pline papers against an officer 
who made derogatory com¬ 
ments about a female prison- 
er. 

“I always believe,” 
Williams continued, “that de¬ 
pending on the circumstances, 
when they first cross over the 
line, you try to train and reha¬ 
bilitate them, same as you do 
with hardened criminals. But 
you don’t go back to the well 
two dozen times.” 

Stonewall Democratic 
Club President Steve Martin 
asked about writing up hate 
crimes to which Williams re¬ 
sponded that the department 
has to learn what a hate 
crime is and how to ask the 
right questions for the report. 
But otherwise, Williams said, 
the prosecution of hate crimes 
as a felony is left up to the 
District Attorney. 

Martin also asked about re¬ 
solving the case of former 
LAPD Sgt. Mitch Grobeson 
who claims he was fired be¬ 
cause he is gay. Williams said 
he was attending a meeting 
later that day on the matter. 

Williams surprised many 
in the room by his response 
to a question by ACLU’s Jon 
Davidson about needle-ex¬ 
change programs. The mayor 


of Philadelphia, Williams 
said, “made a decision that for 
the health and safety of the 
community, that philosophi¬ 
cally it would be better to al¬ 
low this needle-exchange, 
even though Pennsylvania 
had laws that said it was 
wrong, rather than risk the 
spread of all types of disease 
and death - that’s what you 
were risking....It was a mental 
health or a physical health 
and a life and death issue and 
that’s the way it was dealt 
with.” 

Renee Martinez of Color 
United talked about “the level 
of (police) abuse” endured by 
all people of color and asked 
Williams about the “code of 
silence” - the code of secrecy 
within the LAPD and other 
law enforcement organiza¬ 
tions which frightens officers 
into silence about injustices 
for fear of retribution. 

“That’s one of the most dif¬ 
ficult things we have to do,” 
Williams said. “That exists in 
every Police Department in 
the country whether the chief 
will admit it or not. It’s worse 
than pulling teeth to get peo¬ 
ple to come out. Number one: 
get an officer that comes out 
and reports improprieties 
whether they’re small or big - 
traditionally that officer is os¬ 
tracized forever. The officer is 
harassed, probably physically 
or mentally, threatening their 
family - that’s what occurs. 

“My job in the long term is 
to try to set up an atmosphere 
within the organization of 
treating people in a fair man¬ 
ner, particularly during the 
general investigation of their 
complaints. If an officer be¬ 
comes bold enough to come 
out and say or do something 
like that, I have to set an ex¬ 
ample without exposing that 
officer too much because you 
know I’m the chief, I’m OK - 
they have to go back into the 
field.” 

Williams said that in 
Philadelphia, he made sure 
that an officer who came for¬ 
ward was commended at roll 
call* not harassed - holding 
sergeant and lieutenants ac¬ 
countable to make sure there 
was no problem. If there was, 
the superior officer was re¬ 
moved and promotions were 
held up. 

“On a scale of one to 10, 
how far did we move in my 
four years? Maybe a two or 
three at the most in terms of 
breaking down that code of 
silence.” Williams also said 
the “code” will no longer be 
tolerated as an “excuse” for 
inaction either. “We have to 
understand we can’t have that 
code of silence because if we 
keep that code of silence and 
cover up those things, we’re 
no better than those hardened 
criminals, we’re no different.” 

Queer National Terry 
Phipps had the final question. 
“I don’t trust the police. Why 
should we trust you?” Phipps 
asked. 

“We have to begin that 
process of change, to start do¬ 
ing things differently inside,” 
Williams said. “I’m going 
back and talk to my comman¬ 
ders about the issues that 
were raised, the concerns, the 
fears, the aggravations, the 
anger, and let them know 
that it’s a new day and a new 
direction.” ▼

Senate Bill Calls For End 
To Military Ban on Gays

WASHINGTON - Sen. 
Howard Metzenbaum, D- 
Ohio, on July 28 introduced to 
the Senate a bill that would 
rescind by act of Congress the 
Pentagon’s longstanding ban 
on lesbians and gays in the 
armed service. 

The measure, sponsored 
by Metzenbaum and seven of 
his Senate colleagues, mirrors 
a pending House proposal 
sponsored by Rep. Patricia 
Schroeder, D-Colo. The 
House bill presently has 70 
co-sponsors. 

“The Pentagon’s prohibi¬ 
tion of gay men and lesbians 
serving in the military is as 
senseless and cruel today as it 
was when it was first con¬ 
ceived 50 years ago,” said 
Metzenbaum at a Capitol Hill 
press conference called to an¬ 
nounce the measure’s intro¬ 
duction. 

Flanked by gay and les¬ 
bian veterans and activists, 
the veteran lawmaker de¬ 
nounced the Department of 
Defense policy as a waste of 
good members of the service 
and a waste of tax dollars. 

Pointing to the cases of 
Navy Lt. Col. Tracy Thorne 
and Army Col. Margarethe 
Cammermeyer, two highly 
commended officers who 
were recently discharged for 
being gay and lesbian, Met¬ 
zenbaum insisted that the 
government was throwing 
away good people without 
just cause. 

Since the 1940s, the Pen¬ 
tagon has maintained the con¬ 
tested policy which states that 
homosexuality is “incompati¬ 
ble with military service.” 
While in the past, the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense has suggest¬ 
ed that homosexuals make 
poor soldiers and that they 
present unusual security risks, 
now their defense of the pol¬ 
icy is solely grounded on the 
contention that the presence 
of openly gay individuals in 
the service is detrimental to 
“good morale and discipline.” 

Metzenbaum seized on 
that defense and insisted that 
the government’s justification 
of the policy is not based on 
evidence. 

‘ ‘ Defense officials freely ad¬ 
mit that the policy is not 


based on scientific or empiri¬ 
cal data,” he said. “I call it 
baseless prejudice founded on 
fears and ignorance.” 

A recent study conducted 
by the General Accounting 
Office concluded that training 
and recruiting costs average 
$28,226 for each enlisted per¬ 
son and $28,226 for each offi¬ 
cer. Calculating that the ser¬ 
vice dismisses an average of 
1,000 members of the service 
a year under the policy, the 
study reported that the gov¬ 
ernment spent approximately 
$491 million over the past 10 
years to recruit and train ser¬ 
vice members it would even¬ 
tually dismiss on grounds of 
homosexuality. 

Those figures did not in¬ 
clude the legal and adminis¬ 
trative costs involved in inves¬ 
tigating and expelling those 
lesbians and gay men. 

Lawmakers backing the 
bill called on President Bush 
to repeal the contested policy, 
likening the action to Presi¬ 
dent Truman’s executive or¬ 
der mandating the racial inte¬ 
gration of the armed services. 

Bush has said publicly that 
he does not support repealing 
the ban. Democratic presiden¬ 
tial nominee Arkansas Gov. 
Bill Clinton has pledged to re¬ 
scind the policy if elected. 

Besides Metzenbaum, the 
original co-sponsors of the bill 
are Sens. Daniel Akaka, D- 
Hawaii; Brock Adams, D- 
Wash.; Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass.; Tom Harkin, D-Iowa; 
Tim Wirth, D-Colo.; Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif.; and Paul 
Wellstone, D-Minn. 

All but Harkin and Wirth 
are also co-sponsors of the 
federal gay and lesbian rights 
bill in the Senate. 

Rep. Ben Nighthorse 
Campbell, D-Colo., the only 
Native American in Congress, 
on July 27 became the latest 
co-sponsor of the federal gay 
and lesbian rights bill. 

With Campbell’s backing, 
the measure now boasts 107 
official backers in the 
House. ▼

Pennsylvania Men 
Legally Married

Two Pennsylvania gay 
men have managed to get 
legally married by outsmart¬ 
ing the system. 

Joey Carney, 33, and Devin 
Michaels, 23, of East Wash¬ 
ington, 25 miles southwest of 
Pittsburgh, are common-law 
spouses. 

In April, the couple filed 
for a marriage license at the 
Washington County Register 
of Wills office. 

The clerk said she thought 
it was illegal for two men to 
marry and referred Carney 
and Michaels to State Solici¬ 
tor Bob Weinert in Allen¬ 
town. 

Weinert told the couple 
there is no Pennsylvania law 
barring gay marriage but that 
when another gay couple 
sued for the right to marry 
several years ago, they lost in 
court anyway. 

Weinert suggested a “back¬ 
door” approach. He urged 
Carney and Michaels to draw 
up a statement of marriage, 
have it notarized before two 
witnesses, and file it with the 
Register of Wills. 

Weinert said this would 
make them married under 
the common-law marriage 
statute, granting all spousal 
rights and responsibilities, in¬ 


cluding the need for a legal 
divorce to unmarry. 

The Pennsylvania com¬ 
mon-law marriage statute re¬ 
quires only that a couple 
“prove cohabitation and repu¬ 
tation” and present them¬ 
selves as married to the pub¬ 
lic. A statement need not be 
filed but common-law couples 
must nonetheless follow legal 
procedures in the event of di¬ 
vorce. 

Carney and Michaels filed 
their statement, paid $10 and 
became husbands. 

“When someone tells you 
you can’t do something, don’t 
fly into a fury. Figure out 
how you can do it,” Carney 
counseled readers of Pitts¬ 
burgh’s gay newspaper, Out. 

He said he and Michaels 
were treated politely by coun¬ 
ty officials and have received 
a friendly reception from 
neighbors and institutions. 
The local Mellon Bank recog¬ 
nized the marriage for pur¬ 
poses of a loan application, 
and the two have filed for col¬ 
lege financial aid as spouses. 

Denmark is the only place 
in the world where gay mar¬ 
riage is explicitly legal by 
statute. ▼

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Texan Flip Flops on Gay Rights

AUSTIN, Texas — A Re¬ 
publican who is running 
against the only openly gay 
member of the Texas House 
has changed his formerly tol¬ 
erate stance on homosexuality 
— now proclaiming it a “sin” 
that threatens American fam¬ 
ilies. 

Dick Mallory of Del Valle, 
who faces state Rep. Glen 
Maxey, D-Austin, in the 
November election, has also 
changed his stance on abor¬ 
tion rights, which he now op¬ 
poses. 

A Southern Baptist, Mallo¬ 
ry said he recently underwent 
a reaffirmation of his reli¬ 
gious faith that caused him to 
reconsider his stand on homo¬ 
sexuality and abortion rights. 

“I allowed compassion, I 


guess, to become acceptance,” 
Mallory said. 

He said he now sees him¬ 
self in step with President 
Bush and Vice President Dan 
Quayle’s campaign for tradi¬ 
tional family values. 

“By studying the Bible and 
getting back into my faith, I 
began to realize that homo¬ 
sexuality is a sin,” Mallory 
said. “I began to have changes 
in how I look at the abortion 
issue.” 

Just seven months ago, 
Mallory openly courted the 
gay vote. In a candidate ques¬ 
tionnaire for the Austin Les¬ 
bian/Gay Political Caucus, he 
said he supported “full civil 
rights” for gays and lesbians, 
including fighting job and 
housing discrimination, and 
changing the law to decrimi¬ 
nalize homosexual conduct. 


Mallory is now using radio 
commercials to attack Maxey 
as a gay man who would pro¬ 
mote special rights for gays 
and lesbians. He also wants to 
keep the sodomy law on the 
books - not to be enforced - 
but to discourage the state 
from spending money to pro¬ 
mote gay lifestyles. 

Maxey, the state’s only 
openly gay legislator, said the 
state sodomy law is discrimi¬ 
natory and that state funds 
are not spent to promote ho¬ 
mosexuality. He said he has 
never advocated any special 
rights for gays — only the 
same rights that others enjoy. 

Paul von Wupperfeld, 
president of the Log Cabin 
Republicans of Texas, said 
gays and lesbians have be¬ 
come the number one target 
of the Republican Party. ▼

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Queer Watch 


Counting Queers

Counting queers is a 
quirky task. When called 
upon to calculate the size of 
their constituency, gay and 
lesbian rights advocates in¬ 
variably fall back on the 10 
percent figure produced by 
the incomparable Dr. Kinsey 
in his classic 1948 sexuality 
survey. It’s easy to calculate, 
and amounts to a comfortably 
large number. But even casu¬ 
al scrutiny shows that the 10 
percent statistic is meaning¬ 
less in most contexts. 

I do not challenge Kinsey’s 
work itself. It is indisputably 
the best survey of its sort 
ever carried out. The sample 
was large and diverse (nearly 
100,000 people); the questions 
extensive and precise (it took 
several hours to complete); 
the process remarkably un¬ 
tainted by moralism. No sur¬ 
vey since has come anywhere 
close to matching it in sophis¬ 
tication or accuracy — and 
modern attempts to fund fol¬ 
low-ups have invariably been 
shot down by Sen. Jesse 
Helms, R-N.C, (on the appar¬ 
ent theory that, when it 
comes to sex, ignorance 
equals bliss). 

But Kinsey was measuring 
sexual behavior, not sexual 
orientation identity, and this 
has led to some misleading 
modern interpretations of his 
study. Kinsey never asked 
anyone “are you gay?”; he 
asked respondents whether or 
not they had engaged in cer¬ 
tain behaviors. He found that 
13 percent of men and 6 per¬ 
cent of women had, in the 
course of their lives, engaged 
more in homosexual acts than 
in heterosexual liaisons. This 
works out to 9.5 percent of 
the general population, thus 
the famous “10 percent”. 

But already distortion has 
set in. According to Kinsey, 
there were twice as many ho¬ 
mosexual men as women, but 
this rather major discrepancy 
has been buried in the “10 
percent” generalization. It’s 
entirely possible that Kinsey’s 
statistic in this regard is accu¬ 
rate. All the major gay/lesbian 
organizations with mailing 
lists report that, try as they 
might, they can never get as 
many women as men. In fact, 
they tend to hit a ceiling pro¬ 
portion of about 1/3 women — 
exactly what we would pre¬ 
dict if we were taking 
Kinsey’s stats at face value. If 


true, this would mean that 
the overall “gay community” 
is two-thirds male and only 
one-third female. This 
sounds plausible to me, al¬ 
though of course any such cal¬ 
culation is complicated by the 
infamous “lesbian invisibility” 
factor. 

Kinsey never hypothesized 
about why men should be 
twice as likely to engage in 
homosexuality as are women. 
One obvious theory is that 
women’s sexuality is so gen¬ 
erally suppressed that they 
have a harder time discover¬ 
ing their transgressive de¬ 
sires, let alone acting on 
them. This is just one exam¬ 
ple of how behavior statistics 
lose their deeper meaning 
when they are naively trans¬ 
lated into identity stats. 

The Botkin Theory 

Having observed a number 
of queer communities over 
the years, I’ve developed the 
following crude rule-of-thumb 
for calculating their size. I 
start by accepting Kinsey’s 
basic finding that 10 percent 
of the total population is “ho¬ 
mosexual”; that is, more in¬ 
clined towards homosexual 
behaviors that hetero. But 
clearly the vast majority of 
these “homosexuals” never 
identify as “gay” or “lesbian” 
or even “bisexual”, even to 
themselves. I guesstimate that 
90 percent of Kinsey-defined 
“homosexuals” consider them¬ 
selves strictly “heterosexual,” 
whatever dalliances they qui¬ 
etly engage in at this or that 
highway rest-stop. Thus 10 
percent of the population is 
“homosexual,” but only 1 per¬ 
cent is “gay.” 

In this case I construe 
“gay” to mean that the person 
recognizes themself as signif¬ 
icantly homosexual even if 
they don’t present this identi¬ 
ty to the world at large. They 
are self-consciously gay, as op¬ 
posed to their unconscious 
and subconsciously “homosex¬ 
ual” counterparts. They prob¬ 
ably “pass” as straight in most 
areas of their life, but at least 
they know who and what 
they are. 

As far as I can tell, only 
about one in 10 of the above- 
defined “gays” are “out” to 
the general public; let’s call 
them “queers”. These are peo¬ 
ple who refuse, or at least are 
very reluctant, to “pass” as 
straight. While many “gays” 


feel guilty about their sexual¬ 
ity, or at least fear the conse¬ 
quences of “coming out” at 
work, or to family or friends, 
“queers” are unapologetic and 
unrepentant. If the world dis¬ 
approves, so much the worse 
for it. If they intend to dis¬ 
criminate on the basis of their 
prejudice, they must expect to 
be taken to task for it. 

This militant wing is, 
therefore, the most visible as¬ 
pect of the broader gay and 
lesbian community, which is 
the underlying cause of the 
never-ending griping about 
the “unrepresentative” quality 
of most gay/lesbian pride pa¬ 
rades. “Why do all the 
weirdos show off while the 
respectable gays stay home?” 
the moderates ask, as though 
armed guards were keeping 
lipstick lesbians and sweater 
fags confined to their quarters 
on Pride day. Do they really 
expect us queers to “dress 
down” in order to portray the 
closet-cases too scared of be¬ 
ing spotted by mom on TV to 
march? 

In short, the Botkin theory 
divides the homosexual popu¬ 
lation into three tiers of as¬ 
cending self-awareness and 
visibility. Ten percent of the 
general population is “homo¬ 
sexual,” engaging in gay be¬ 
haviors but considering them¬ 
selves straight. Only one per¬ 
cent of the general population 
is “gay,” meaning they recog¬ 
nize themselves as having ho¬ 
mosexual preferences, al¬ 
though they “pass” as straight 
in most or many areas of 
their lives. Finally, perhaps 
one-tenth of one percent of 
the general population is 
“queer,” self-consciously and 
unabashedly gay or lesbian 


and fully visible to the world. 

Spitting Distance 

Using these assumptions, I 
could finally get meaningful 
estimates of the size of “the 
gay and lesbian community.” 
The greater Chicago area, for 
example, has a population of 
6 million, which by the 10 
percent standard would sug¬ 
gest a “gay community” of 
600,000. This is clearly not 
the case. Applying the 
Botkin theory produced a 
more meaningful estimate of 
a base of 60,000 “gays” (about 
40,000 men and 20,000 wom¬ 
en) of whom 6,000 were 
“queer,” or highly visible. 
These results were more in 
line with what I could ob¬ 
serve directly. The largest gay 
and lesbian demonstrations in 
Chicago’s history (including 
annual Pride parades) were, 
perhaps, just about six thou¬ 
sand strong. 

It’s easier to test such the¬ 
ories in smaller areas, where 
you can get a more precise 
measure of the total size of 
the community. For example, 
the college town of Carbon- 
dale, in southern Illinois, has 
a population of about 50,000, 
and by the 10 percent stan¬ 
dard a “gay community” of 
5,000. But it was painfully ob¬ 
vious to those of us in the 
campus gay and lesbian 
group that our constituency 
was far smaller. If one were 
to count everyone you ever 
saw at “the bar” (“Main 
Street”: the only gay bar for a 
50 mile radius), at the MCC, 
at the campus group, and all 
other “gay” venues and func¬ 
tions, you could maybe sum 
up a grand total of 500 peo¬ 
ple. 

And this would be the 
“gays,” the vast majority of 
whom were totally closeted. 
Counting all of the openly gay 
people in the region, includ¬ 
ing the handful of “out” wom¬ 
en faculty (absolutely none of 
the male professors were 
openly gay), the members of 
the campus group, the public 
members of the MCC, the 
bartenders at Main Street, 
etc., you could with difficulty 


identify a few dozen. 

Although rural regions 
suppress the open expression 
of gayness, academic environ¬ 
ments encourage it. I figure 
those two influences cancel 
each other out in the above 
calculations. (Campus surveys, 
by the way, tend to find that 
2 to to 3 percent of the stu¬ 
dent population identify 
themselves as “gay.” This is 
likely not an undercount of 
the Kinsey 1 percent, but 
rather reflects the liberal cam¬ 
pus atmosphere which greatly 
magnifies the usual propor¬ 
tion of “queers”.) 

Thus, according to the 
Botkin'theory, the United 
States, with a total population 
of about 250 million, has a 
gay community (counting 
closeted “gays” and open 
“queers” but excluding the 
straight-identified “homosex¬ 
uals”) of around 2.5 million. 
Of these, perhaps 250,000 are 
“queer” or mostly open about 
their sexuality. Now we’re in 
the ball park with the num¬ 
bers counted at the 1987 
March on Washington. We’re 
also within spitting distance 
of other reported statistics, 
like The Advocate’s mailing 
list (about 120,000). 

My guess is that the pro¬ 
portion of “homosexuals” in 
the general population is pret¬ 
ty stable and unlikely to vary. 
The number of “gays” is prob¬ 
ably more prone to local vari¬ 
ation, depending on the social 
and political forces at play. 
The “queer” population is cer¬ 
tainly the most changeable, 
swelling or shrinking in re¬ 
sponse to immediate circum¬ 
stances. A protective environ¬ 
ment, like most college cam¬ 
puses or San Francisco, en¬ 
courages “gays” to be open, 
while repressive regions drive 
all but the most unrepentant 
queers underground. While 
the current research support¬ 
ing the genetic basis of homo¬ 
sexuality might have some 
truth to it, this theory sug¬ 
gests that political action has 
the potential to liberate the 
majority of gays and lesbians 
currently held prisoner by 
“the closet.” ▼

Magic Johnson May 
Return to Lakers

LOS ANGELES - Fresh 
from gold-medal victory in 
Barcelona, Magic Johnson has 
decided to come out of retire¬ 
ment and return to the Lak¬ 
ers. 

In an interview following 
his Olympic victory, Johnson, 
who is HIV-positive, told re¬ 
porters that he was consider¬ 
ing a return to professional 
basketball, preferably in a 
Laker’s uniform. 

But sources told the Los 
Angeles Times that Johnson 
has definitely decided he will 
go for it and will change his 
mind only if tests show his 
condition has deteriorated. 

Johnson announced his re¬ 
tirement from basketball 
Nov. 7 after learning that he 
was carrying the HIV virus in 
an insurance physical. 

Soon after, Johnson started 
taking AZT. 

Johnson’s physician, Dr. 
David Ho, initially advised 
his patient to give basketball 
up. Johnson will meet with 
Ho this week, to see if there 
were any ill affects from his 
Olympic involvement. 

Johnson last week contin¬ 
ued his crusade against AIDS 
by asking the head of the In¬ 
ternational Olympic Commit¬ 
tee to help promote the fight 
against the disease. 

“I want them to help get 
the word out about HIV,” 
Johnson said after a meeting 
with IOC President Juan An¬ 
tonio Samaranch. 

Johnson received the sup¬ 
port of Samaranch during a 
brief meeting at the hotel 
serving as IOC headquarters 
during the Barcelona Games. 

“I have promised him that 
he will have the help of the 
IOC and the Olympic Move¬ 
ment,” Samaranch told a 


news conference. “In what 
way, we will see.” 

Johnson said he, in con¬ 
junction with NBA Commis¬ 
sioner David Stern and AIDS 
authorities, would work out a 
‘‘game plan” after the 
Olympics in which the IOC 
could help the cause. 

Samaranch did not 
promise that the IOC would 
contribute funds to medical 
research seeking a cure for 
the disease. However, he did 
not rule out such a donation. 

Johnson wasn’t bothered 
by any lack of funding, saying 
the publicity the IOC can give 
the fight is worth more than a 
monetary contribution. 

“The IOC has a great abil¬ 
ity to reach people,” Johnson 
said. “Look at how many peo¬ 
ple are here and how many 
lives they touch. If they can 
touch all these people, they 
can help. 

“This man next to me 
(Samaranch) is one of the 
most well-known men in the 
world. We need his voice. 
This man can carry a big bat, 
not a small bat.” 

Johnson also took a mo¬ 
ment to criticize President 
Bush for his lack of support 
in leading the battle against 
the killer virus. 

“Our understanding (in the 
United States) has to get bet¬ 
ter,” Johnson said. “That’s 
why I say the president has to 
do more. He hasn’t said that 
it’s a crisis and he needs to do 
that.” 

Johnson, who was given a 
position on the President’s 
Commission on AIDS shortly 
after his forced retirement 
from the NBA, has threat¬ 
ened to resign his post to 
protest the lack of progress 
by the board. ▼ 


Boston Hotel Must Pay 
For AIDS Discrimination

BOSTON - The Mas¬ 
sachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination, rul¬ 
ing on its first AIDS discrim¬ 
ination complaint, ordered a 
Boston hotel to pay $30,000 to 
the estate of a waiter who 
claimed he was harassed be¬ 
cause he had the deadly dis¬ 
ease. 

The ruling ordered the 
Boston Harbor Hotel to pay 
$30,000 to the estate of Dou¬ 
glas McKinley for emotional 
distress he suffered after he 
was allegedly harassed when 
the hotel perceived he had 
AIDS. 

McKinley, of Cambridge, 
died in October at the age of 
40. 

The order issued by 
MCAD Commissioner 
Michael T. Duffy was hailed 
as a breakthrough for work¬ 
ers with AIDS and a “clear 
signal that discrimination 
against people with HIV will 
simply not be tolerated in this 
state.” 

Duffy also ordered the ho¬ 
tel to institute a civil rights 
and AIDS awareness pro¬ 
gram. 

An attorney for the hotel, 


Jonathan Greenbaum, said the 
hotel disagreed with the rul¬ 
ing and “will explore the pos¬ 
sibility of an appeal.” 

If the decision is not ap¬ 
pealed within 10 days, it be¬ 
comes the commission’s rul¬ 
ing. 

McKinley had been rated a 
top waiter at the hotel where 
he had worked since 1987. He 
took a sick leave in 1990, and 
when he returned he looked 
pale and thin. That’s when 
the harassment started, ac¬ 
cording to the ruling. 

McKinley was then given 
less lucrative waiting stations, 
and he was yelled at in public 
for his job performance, 
which the hotel said wors¬ 
ened when he returned from 
sick leave. 

McKinley, who was openly 
gay, never told his employers 
that he had been diagnosed 
with HIV. 

Duffy concluded that the 
law protects not only those in¬ 
fected with HIV, but also 
those who are treated poorly 
because they are perceived to 
be infected with the disease. 

McKinley said in his com¬ 
plaint that the mistreatment 
caused him to have night¬ 
mares. ▼

Randy Klose 


Randy Klose, Co-Chair of 
the Board of Directors of the 
Human Rights Campaign 
Fund, died peacefully at his 
Washington, D.C. home on 
Aug. 6, after a long battle with 
AIDS. For the past five years, 
Randy devoted all his time, 
energy and financial resources 
to help find a cure for AIDS 
and equality for gay and les¬ 
bian Americans. He worked to 
support people with HIV dis¬ 
ease and to change public at¬ 
titudes and public policy re¬ 
garding HIV. On June 1, 1987, 
Randy was arrested at a White 
House demonstration protest¬ 
ing the Reagan-Bush silence 
on AIDS, and he maintained a 
close affinity with direct action 
groups such as ACT UR He 
generously contributed to 
AIDS service organizations 
and virtually every gay and les¬ 
bian civil rights and advocacy 
organization doing the critical 
work of public policy change. 

In 1988, he provided the 
funding for lobbying and 
grassroots mobilization need¬ 
ed to enact the “AIDS Re¬ 
search and Information Act,” 
the first federal legislation that 
acknowledged the need for a 
special national reseach effort 
to combat HIV disease. Sena¬ 
tor Edward M. Kennedy, chief 
sponsor of the legislation, said 
that “Randy was determined 
that homophobia and irra¬ 
tional fear not prevent this 
country from investing its 
resource and its genius in the 
battle against AIDS. His 
courage and inspiration 
helped us to enact the first 
federal AIDS research effort. 
And at every stage of the con¬ 
tinuing battle, Randy Klose 
was there, ready and willing to 
give whatever was needed to 
get the work done. In Randy’s 
name, there is much more we 
need to do together.” 

Connecticut Governor 
Lowell R Weicker, who was 
the Republican force for the 
AIDS Research and Informa¬ 
tion Act in the Senate, said that 
“Randy Klose was very, very 
active and instrumental in 
helping to free up crucial 
federal research dollars for 
AIDS. His impact on the 
federal health care scene and 
his work and friendship with 
many people in the health care 
field will be missed.” 

Randy, who celebrated his 
37th birthday July 27, served 
on the Campaign Fund Board 
since 1987 and was elected co¬ 
chair in November 1990. Vic 
Basile, executive director of 
the Campaign Fund from 1983 
until 1989 recalled, “At first 
Randy focused solely on AIDS 
research, but over time he 
became passionate about dis¬ 
crimination issues as well. He 
became impatient with the 
slow pace of progress on gay 
and lesbian equality.” 

In the summer of 1991, Ran¬ 
dy traveled to Russia with 
dozens of American, lesbian 
and gay activists, including 
Basile, to participate in the In¬ 
ternational Lesbian and Gay 
Human Rights Commission. 
The trip, which provided 
energy and enthusiasm to the 
developing gay and lesbian 
communities of the former 
Soviet bloc, had a profound ef¬ 
fect on Randy. He returned to 
America with a renewed com¬ 
mitment to the cause of equali-

ty and our community. 

Randy’s vision of full equali¬ 
ty and dignity for lesbian and 
gay Americans was a driving 
force for the Campaign Fund 
whose annual budget had 
grown during Randy’s tenure 
on the Board from $1 million to 
$5 million. His fundraising 
abilities, especially in one-on- 
one solicitations from his 
peers, were formidable. Tim 
McFeeley, executive director 
of the Campaign Fund since 
1989 stated, “Randy actually 
enjoyed challenging other gay 
men and lesbians to contribute 
to worthwhile gay and AIDS 
related causes. He knew per¬ 
sonally, and was able to convey 
to others, that their own em¬ 
powerment and self-esteem 
were best enhanced by con¬ 
tributing money to end the 
deep discrimination they had 
all experienced but were try¬ 
ing to deny.” 

Recollections of Randy, his 
passion for life and adventure, 
his loyalty to people and 
causes, his impatience with 
routine and complacency, and 
his love of drama and kitsch 
overflow in the minds of those 
who knew him — his sister 
Carol Lee Klose and Carolyn 
Seale; his brother Gary Klose 
and his wife Rebecca; and Ran- 
dy’s nieces Joanna and 
Suzanne, all of San Antonio; 
Randy’s lover Ken Aldrich; 
those who served with him on 
the board of directors of the 
Gay and Lesbian Community 
Services Center of Los 
Angeles and the Triangle In¬ 
stitute; and his many friends in 
New York where he formerly 
resided and in Los Angeles 
where he resided several years 
prior to 1991. As one close 
friend, George Graupera, of 
Washington recalled: “Randy’s 
soul was enormous. He was 
never satisfied with the small 
gesture. Holding back made 
no sense to him. He hated 
closets and he loved the Grand 
Canyon.” Randy’s remains at 
his request will be left at the 
Grand Canyon. A memorial 
service for Randy Close will be 
held Saturday, Oct. 10,1992, in 
Washington, D.C.

Sam was a sought-after speaker at 
Northern California' universities, col¬ 
leges, JCs, medical institutions and 
public service groups.

Sam was a founding member of ACT 
UP/Sonoma County. Politically he was 
very active in making services available 
to PWAs. 

Sam is survived by his mother and 
father, Ava and Ed; brothers David and 
Tom; sister Elsie; and lover Charley. ▼

of Barbara Cameron, the 
agency’s executive director 
and her replacement by 
Michael Thompson, who re¬ 
signed from the agency’s 
board to replace Cameron. 

“We met with them and 
basically agreed to extend the 
contract for 90 days and at 
the end of that period, we’ll 
make a decision whether to 
continue to fund the services 
for another nine months with 
CUAV or put the contract out 
to bid to other community 
groups,” said District Attor¬ 
ney Arlo Smith. 

Smith told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the counseling 
and prevention and education 
services provided to the les¬ 
bian and gay community, in¬ 
cluding victims of hate vio¬ 
lence and gay male domestic 
violence “are essential” and 
that he hopes that the agency 
can “get back on track.” 

But, Smith acknowledged, 
he has also met with critics of 
the agency who believe the 
agency doesn’t provide ade¬ 
quate services. 

“And our concern is with 
victims who need the ser¬ 
vices, although it has over the 
years done a very fine job,” 
Smith said. 

The three-month contract 
is a probationary contract,” 
Medley told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

“The first issue to that the 
agency has to provide the ser¬ 
vices and be able to prove 
that they are doing it,” Med¬ 
ley said. 

Medley said that the pro¬ 
gram evaluations provided 
the DA’s office “do not enu¬ 
merate if the services have 
been delivered. And that’s im¬ 
perative. And that question 
hasn’t been answered yet. We 
can’t tell based on their re¬ 
ports.” 

Some of the problem is in¬ 
adequate record keeping at 
the agency, Medley said and 
that’s reflective of the “struc¬ 
tural organizational prob¬ 
lems” in the agency. 

“There’s a report by a staff 
person that indicates that ser¬ 
vices were being provided 
but it showed up in a report 
to the board and not in the 
quarterly report.” 

The services the agency 
provides with the $124,000 
yearly funding from the DA’s 
Victim Witness Program in¬ 
clude counseling and informa¬ 
tion and referral services to 
victims of gay bashing and 
gay male domestic violence, 
educating high school stu¬ 
dents about anti-lesbian and - 
gay hate violence, the distri¬ 
bution of safety whistles and 
brochures and safety monitor¬ 
ing of community events. 

The management chaos 
raises questions of whether 
the agency has the organiza¬ 
tional ability to “provide ser¬ 
vices and do it with quality,” 
Medley said. 

“I care more about the ser¬ 
vices going to the community 
than assisting an agency 
meeting its payroll, no matter 
how fond 1 am ol that agency 
or its staff. The services have 
got to be out there,” she said. 

“The agency needs com¬ 
munity support. Its board 
should be expanded to 12 
members and should reflect 
the diversity of the communi¬ 
ty. There are great resources 
in the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity to assist the agency 
and to to help it do its work,” 
Medley said. 

“We’re immediately calling 
for a special internal audit,” 
Thompson. “There will be a 
review of where we are to 
date and we are going to have 


an outsider come in an look 
at our fiscal systems.” 

Although Thompson said 
that the management prob¬ 
lems “are serious,” he’s com¬ 
mitted to developing ade¬ 
quate reporting and tracking 
systems to document the 
agency’s performance and 
contract services. 

“At the end of three 
months, we hope to have ev¬ 
erything turned around, with 
adequate systems in place, 
roles clarified and a happy 
staff,” he said. 

Thompson acknowledged 
that staff morale at the agen¬ 
cy is low. 

Attempts by the Bay Area 
Reporter to talk to staff about 
the agency situation were re¬ 
buffed. 

Thompson said that press 
contacts about the internal sit¬ 
uation at the agency were a 
management and board func¬ 
tion. ▼

the bill — thus leaving the bill 
one vote short of passage. 

Capitol insiders are certain 
that Wilson called upon his 
more than 20-year friendship 
with Beverly and asked him 
to withdraw his “yes” vote. 

According to Laurie 
McBride, executive director 
for the Lobby for Individual 
Freedom and Equality, “The 
Governor tried to kill the bill. 
He’s saying that he’s going to' 
veto his own veto message 
(on AB 101) — AB 2601 was 
crafted from his AB 101 veto 


message and answered every 
objection — this is unbeliev¬ 
able.” 

However, President Pro- 
Tern of the Senate, David 
Roberti, D-Los Angeles, 
stepped into the breach to 
keep the legislation alive. 
Although the committee 
chairperson, Sen. Robert 
Presley, D-Riverside, opposes 
the bill, Roberti persuaded 
him to grant a waiver that 
will move the bill onto the 
Senate floor without another 
vote. The waiver is reserved 
for bills that will have no fis¬ 
cal impact. 

“We’re just lucky that 
David Roberti was able to 
help save this legislation,” 
McBride said. “I’m going to 
do everything I can to get this 
bill on the Senate floor and 
on to Pete Wilson’s desk as 
soon as possible. If he’s gonna 
veto it — then let him do it 
honestly. He just doored us 
and then left town — so every¬ 
body’s left to cope with the 
mess.” 

A similar set of circum¬ 
stances as those for AB 2601 
was played out with AB 3019, 
the gay and lesbian rights bill 
authored by Assemblymem- 
ber John Vasconcellos, D-San 
Jose, as it passed out of Sen¬ 
ate Appropriations on 
waivers. 

Speaker Willie Brown’s 
Omnibus Civil Rights Bill, 
AB 3825, which includes the 
language of the vetoed AB 
101, is up for reconsideration 
in Senate Appropriations lat¬ 
er in the week. T

Fife's 
Resort 
For Sale 
Again

Fife’s Resort in the Rus¬ 
sian River town of 
Guerneville, is back on the 
market again after a prospec¬ 
tive buyer who wanted to 
turn it into a “family style re¬ 
sort” failed to comply with 
his contractual agreement. 

Sam Northern Jr., who 
planned to change Fife’s Re¬ 
sort, as well as other Russian 
River properties, couldn’t 
come up with the additional 
funding he needed to pur¬ 
chase the property, and to ful¬ 
fill his contract. 

“There were certain provi¬ 
sions of the contract that 
Northern didn’t comply with 
and, therefore, defaulted,” 
said Joe McClelland, real es¬ 
tate broker for the resort. 
“His deposit was returned 
and, therefore, he is no longer 
a buyer at this point.” 

McClelland wouldn’t elab¬ 
orate on what those provi¬ 
sions were, saying they were 
confidential. He also said 
Northern could come back as 
a prospective buyer at any 
time. 

Norther put down a $5,000 
deposit and signed a tentative 
agreement to buy Fife’s in 
April. 

McClelland said that while 
the property was tied up in 
escrow, there were several 
other prospective buyers wait¬ 
ing on the sidelines to see if 
Northern would actually com¬ 
plete his deal. 

“Now that he is not, we’re 
actively showing it and talk¬ 
ing to people,” McClelland 
said. “We do not have an of¬

fer on the table at this mo¬ 
ment, but we’re going back 
into a marketing program and 
we’re going to find a buyer.”

Pender is said to have 
paved the way for other re¬ 
sorts to cater to the gay com¬

Nicaragua President 
Signs Anti-Sodomy Law

Nicaraguan President Vio- 
lette Chamorro signed a new 
penal code into law on July 8 
that makes sodomy a crime 
punishable by up to four 
years in prison. 

The bill, according to En¬ 
rique Asis, Latin American 
Coordinator of the Interna¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission, was 
passed by the country’s Na¬ 
tional Assembly on June 11 
and signed by Chamorro 
without informing the press 
or the opposition Sandinista 
party. 

“I really don’t know why 
she signed it. I suppose it’s a 
combination of conservative 
forces and the Roman 
Catholic Church,” Asis told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “But 
that’s just a supposition.” 

Word that Chamorro 
signed the measure did not 
reach gay leaders until last 
week. 

‘‘There is anarchy and 
chaos in Nicaragua. There are 


strikes everywhere,” Asis 
said. 

According to Nicaraguan 
law, the new penal code can¬ 
not be enforced until it has 
been published, an event that 
has not yet occurred, Asis 
said. 

After it is published, oppo¬ 
nents have two months to 
challenge its constitutionality 
before the country’s Supreme 
Court. 

The measure will be chal¬ 
lenged by the Nicaraguan 
Center For Constitutional 
Rights in Managua. 

“While other countries are 
making progress on human 
rights issue, the Nicaraguan 
government is moving back¬ 
ward,” Asis said in a press 
statement. 

“States of the former Sovi¬ 
et Union have begun to re¬ 
peal sodomy laws while 
Nicargaua is enacting Latin 
America’s most repressive 
anti-sodomy legislation.” 

The law defines sodomy as 
“the cohabitation between in¬ 
dividuals of the same sex.”V

E leven years into the 
AIDS epidemic we’re 
still having to fight 
those who say that 
people with AIDS are to 
blame for their illness and that 
homosexuality, not a virus, is 
the cause of the disease. Even 
more incredible is that the 
people who say such things 
show up not only at Ku Klux 
Klan rallies, but also in places 
like the Wall Street Journal. 

The Aug. 6 Journal includ¬ 
ed an opinion piece from Irv¬ 
ing Kristol of the paper’s 
Board of Contributors entitled 
“AIDS and False Innocence.” 
Ignoring rampant discrimina¬ 
tion and hatred, Kristol assert¬ 
ed that people with AIDS are 
lionized with righteousness in 
our society. 

“Why are all victims of 
AIDS treated as innocent vic¬ 
tims when so many are re¬ 
sponsible for their condition 
by their own actions?” Kristol 
asked, going on to lament the 
fact that this “idea of inno¬ 
cence . . . legitimates all those 
celebrity fund-raising parties . 

. . . [and] encourages the vic¬ 
tims to organize public demon¬ 
strations, exhibitions and 
protests — all of which receive 
respectful attention from the 
media.” 

Perhaps most shocking of 
all, Kristol became so carried 
away with his moralizing that 
he gave out blatant medical 
misinformation. Throwing vi¬ 
rology and epidemiology in 
the trash can, he asserted that 
“the AIDS epidemic has its 
roots in certain forms of hu¬ 
man behavior. . . AIDS is a 
disease that seems to have 
been born out of homosexual 
anal intercourse.” He also com¬ 
plained about a recent 
Newsweek story because it 
implied that a teenager has be¬ 
come HIV infected because 
she had unsafe sex, and not, as 
Kristol would have it, because 
she did not live by Kristol’s 
moral code. 

Kristol’s piece, which 
would have been infuriating 
but not surprising in a super¬ 
market tabloid, was dignified 
by publication in the Wall 
Street Journal. The Journal 
certainly has a right to print 
hate pieces, but if so they 
should include a countering 
opinion. They even have a 
right to publish medical misin¬ 
formation, but they should at 
least let their readers know 
they’re doing so.

Tri-Valley Herald 

The lead editorial in the 
Aug. 9 Tri-Valley Herald, a 
Pleasanton based newspaper, 
condemned the recent decision 
by BART to extend health 
benefits to partners of lesbian 
and gay employees. Under 
the headline “BART decision 
is discriminatory,” the paper 
argued that the decision “pan¬ 
ders to the homosexual popu¬ 
lation in San Francisco at the 
expense of taxpayers through¬ 
out the three-county BART 
area.” It also said that in giv¬ 
ing partners of lesbian and gay 
employees the same benefits 
as legal spouses of heterosexu¬ 
als, the BART directors “delib¬ 
erately discriminated against 
heterosexuals and singled out 
gay and lesbian couples for 
special — and, for our part, en¬ 
tirely unwarranted — treat¬ 
ment.”

point.” 

“Not to mention that 
they’re not good enough, I 
mean I don’t feel like I’m 
good enough to raise my 
baby. How dare they think 
that I’d think that they’d be 
good enough, that I would 
trust them to be better par¬ 
ents than I would be, when I 
don’t trust myself enough to 
be a good parent,” she said. 

Was all of this worth it? 
Does Benten think she’s 
made a difference? 

“I really question its effec¬ 
tiveness,” she said. “I have dif¬ 
ferent theories about what 
causes people to do things 
and causes political stuff to 
happen. It’s great that people 
are talking about it. Maybe 
this is going to change peo¬ 
ple’s minds, or maybe it will 
make people more conscious 
about how little the Supreme 
Court really gives about wom¬ 
en’s health or how much the 
Bush administration really 
cares about women’s health. 

“I’m not going to get in¬ 
vested in trying to figure that 
out. I have an ongoing debate 
about what causes people to 
change and this is part of that 
debate for me. I can never re¬ 
ally know what happened. It’s 
too big of a country.” 

Despite her lack of enthu¬ 
siasm for the issue of RU486, 
her acute discomfort in the 
public eye, and her anger 
with annoying pro-lifers, Ben¬ 
ten said that she does not re¬ 
gret her decision to smuggle 
in the drug. 

“I might have used a differ¬ 
ent name. But I do not regret 
it at all,” she said. “I definitely 
feel like it was the thing to do 
and I did it. And I would do it 
again.” ▼

ban were lifted, RU-486 
would be about the same 
price as a surgical abortion, a 
price that is out of reach for 
many women. 

“It does have a place and 
purpose, but when I think of 
RU-486, I think we need to 
bring it into this country with 
the commitment to making it 
accessible to all women, re¬ 
gardless of cost or geogra¬ 
phy,” Martinez says. 

When it comes to funding 
reproductive health, Martinez 
says the government has been 
frighteningly biased. 

“The state of California 
made available $9 million for 
Norplant for women on Med¬ 
icaid, while funding no other 
birth control methods. We 
feel they’re doing this because 
Norplant is a five-year plan, 
so that certain women won’t 
be reproducing.” 

“Forced sterilization con¬ 
tinues to happen despite legis¬ 
lation against it,” Martinez 
said, adding that often public 
service announcements in En¬ 
glish mention several options 
for birth control, while the 
“translation” in Spanish men¬ 
tions only sterilization. 

While she sees RU-486 and 
surgical abortion as important 
issues in themselves, Martinez 
says that “so much attention 
is going to abortion right 
now, it’s to the detriment of 
other health needs.” 

“Reproductive rights is not 
just about abortion, its about 
women being able to have 
choices about when and with 
whom and how they have 
kids. You can’t talk about

Queer Nation to the battles 
for women’s rights. 

Several women left 
WAC/San Francisco’s first 
meeting in frustration with 
the size of the crowd and 
their inability to hear the 
group’s organizers, but most 
women walking out early 
seemed hopeful about the 
overwhelming response. 

“I haven’t been able to 
hear hardly anything, but if 
all these people come back, 
that’s great,” one exiting 
woman said. 

Others were skeptical that 
the group would actually be 


fighting for the rights of all 
women. Two serious con¬ 
cerns about the philosophy 
and approach of the organiza¬ 
tion that were raised during 
the meeting were brushed off 
by the facilitators, who were 
attempting to move quickly 
through the agenda of the un¬ 
wieldy first gathering. 

“I would look to see if 
they’re truly looking at the in¬ 
terests of all women, includ¬ 
ing Third World women,” a 
woman who wished to re¬ 
main anonymous said. 

But the dominant response 
of women leaving the meet¬ 
ing was one of cautious opti¬ 
mism. 

“I hope this will be a way 
to act together with a group 
of women to affect change in 
a humorous way. I’m opti¬ 
mistic,” Cindy Bridges, a new 
WAC member, said. ▼

“I feel optimistic about it. 
The hearing went so well. It 
was so powerful. All three 
members of the committee 
(Sups. Roberta Achtenberg, 
Angela Alioto, and Thomas 
Hsieh) seemed convinced,” 
Hallinan said. ‘‘People 
thought it was a joke when 
this issue first came up, but 
it’s no joke. It’s very serious.” 

Medical marijuana propo¬ 
nents held a “Free Brownie 
Mary” rally and concert on 
Aug. 7. About 500 people at¬ 
tended the event, which was 
basically an outdoor party 
with a few speeches and a lot 
of music stretching from the 
steps of City Hall through the 
Civic Center Plaza. 

Brownie Mary’s trial is 
scheduled to begin on Aug. 
25. 

“My kids need this,” Rath- 
bun told the Examiner after 
her arrest, “and I’m ready to 
go to jail for my principles. 
I’m not going to cut any deals 
with them (the prosecutors). If 
I go to jail, I go to jail. I’m 70 
years old. I can handle jail.” 

Hallinan is currently work¬ 
ing on a resolution to urge 
the Sonoma County District 
Attorney to have “leniency 
and compassion” for Brownie 
Mary.V

gent use of an air-jet injection 
device during basic training.” 

Lackland spokeswoman 
Irene Witt said the Air Force 
cannot comment on the case 
as long as the claim is pend¬ 
ing. 

Douglas Krouse tested 
HIV positive on Aug. 14, 
1991, but he said he was not 
told of the positive screening 
until Dec. 6, when a doctor in¬ 
formed him at Holloman Air 
Force Base in Alamagordo, 
N.M., where Krouse now is 
stationed. 

Charity Krouse subse¬ 
quently tested positive for the 
virus at health clinic in Tole¬ 
do, Ohio, the couple’s home¬ 
town. The baby was born 
March 24 in Alamagordo and 
tested positive later in the 
spring at Wilford Hall Air 
Force Medical Center in San 
Antonio. 

Douglas Krouse said that 
during a January visit to Wil¬ 
ford Hall, an Air Force doctor 
told him the delay was caused 
by an administrative error. 

The Krouses claim that if 
he had been told sooner, it 
might have prevented Charity 
from getting the virus and 
passing it on to their son. 

The Air Force has until 
Sept. 12 - 180 days after the 
claim was filed - to review the 
matter, deny the claim or 
reach a settlement. After that, 
the woman and her son are 
free to file a lawsuit. Active- 
duty military personnel are 
prohibited from making a 
claim against the government 
on matters of negligence. 

Lackland’s spokeswoman 
said generally in cases where 
an individual has tested HIV 
positive “the Department of 
Defense policy is not to in¬ 
form the individual until we 
have a confirmation so that 
we do not misinform.” 

Normally such confirma¬ 
tion takes two to three weeks, 
she said. 


The Krouses were under¬ 
going medical evaluations at 
Wilford Hall, which is where 
every member of the Air 
Force who tests HIV-positive 
comes for a series of tests, 
counseling and evaluation. T

the crowd. Voting may be a 
small act, she added, but it’s 
“something that does change 
the world, because it changes 
a world.” 

Group organizers say the 
momentum of the Third 
Wave grew out of the height¬ 
ened visibility of violence 
against women and male con¬ 
trol of the political system in 
the past year, through the 
William Kennedy Smith trial, 
the Tyson trial, and the Hill- 
Thomas hearings. 

“Young women in particu¬ 
lar were wondering what we 
could do. It’s important for 
young women to start mold¬ 
ing their own voices in the 
women’s movement,” Lyss 
said. After the Rodney King 
verdict, the group decided 
they could wait no longer, 
and began planning the free¬ 
dom summer. 

Veteran activists joined the 
riders on the church stage, in¬ 
vigorated by the mobilization 
of young activists. 

“Bush and his cronies want 
to reign in you young women 
for one very good reason: 
they fear you. You present 
the biggest electoral threat to 
them,” Faludi, the author of 
“Backlash: the Undeclared 
War on American Women,” 
said. “If you go out to vote 
this year, you can make 
Bush’s nightmares come 
true.” 

She added that recent sur¬ 
veys show that young women 
are the most alienated from 
the Republican party and the 
most feminist of any age 
group of women. Surveys 
also show that more female 
undergraduates marched for 
abortion rights in the 1980s 
than male undergraduates did 
against the Vietnam war in 
the 1960s. 

The Glide Church audi¬ 
ence was treated to a sur¬ 
prise, when Anita Hill, who 
was across the street at the 
American Bar Association 
convention, decided to drop 
in to give her well wishes to 
the freedom riders. 

Hill told the riders that 
their leadership shows “the 
important roles many of us 
can play,” and added that 
their effort is “heartwarming 
and fulfilling.” 

“Out of those dark times 
(the confirmation hearings of 
Supreme Court Justice 
Clarence Thomas) has come 
some hope. You are that 
hope. You are representative 
of what this country should 
be about — what America can 
and will be,” Hill told the 
freedom riders as the crowd 
rose to their feet in wild ap¬ 
plause. 

Young women who attend¬ 
ed the ceremony at Glide 
were inspired by what they 
heard. 

“Our generation gets the 
rap of being apolitical, but 
here they are trying to make 
a difference,” said Nina 
Revoyr, a young lesbian in 
the audience. “If this gets a lot 
of publicity, it could be the 
impetus for other people to 
get involved — give them mo¬ 
tivation.” ▼

brary Commission received a 
letter in March demanding a 
hearing on the subject of the 
flag, and arguing that by fly¬ 
ing the flag the library system 
was “endorsing special inter¬ 
ests.” She would not reveal 
the author of the letter. 

The Coalition called for an 
opinion from the City Attor¬ 
ney as to the legality of the 
flag. In a preliminary opinion 
Mark Barmore of the City At¬ 
torney’s office said that the 
ruling hinged on three points: 
the legality of flying the flag 
as a form of government 
speech, the potential for set¬ 
ting precedent and policies 
for the future. 

Barmore said that the flag 
is legitimate government 
speech, because it has no im¬ 
pact on electoral politics and 
no religious meaning. He 
added that he did not think 
the flag was setting precedent 
for other political flags on 
public property, and conclud¬ 
ed that the next step is to cre¬ 
ate clear policy to ensure that 
government speech is in line 
with San Francisco city poli¬ 
cies. 

“The city has policies in 
place regarding domestic 
partners, the Gay Freedom 
Day parade, and several ordi¬ 
nances that ban discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual prefer¬ 
ence,” Barmore said, conclud¬ 
ing that flying the rainbow 
flag seems to be consistent 
with the policies of the city. 

Youmtoub and about sev¬ 
en other fundamentalists tes¬ 
tified at the Library 
Commission meeting on Aug. 

4 in an attempt to prove that 
the rainbow flag does not be¬ 
long on public property. 

“Does this mean that we 
are no longer the city of St. 
Francis?” asked Coalition sup¬ 
porter Will Holt. “Are we 
now the city of Sodom?” 

Despite the absence of tes¬ 
timony in favor of the flag, 
Commission members re¬ 
mained staunchly committed 
to flying it. 

“We like our branches to 
reflect the needs and person¬ 
alities of their communities,” 
Steven Coulter, the president 
of the Commission, said at 
the hearing. “And I personally 
can’t think of a more appro¬ 
priate place for this flag to fly 
than over the Harvey Milk 
branch of the library.” 

A final opinion from the 
City Attorney’s office is due 
by the next Library Commis¬ 
sion meeting, which is tenta¬ 
tively scheduled for Sept. 21. 
The Christian Coalition has 
threatened to appeal if the 
City Attorney does not rule in 
its favor. ▼

says. 

Forston charges Clark 
with entrapment. 

As the only operator of an 
openly gay/lesbian/bisexual 
BBS in town for three years, 
Forston says he had been the 
target of hate messages on his 
bulletin board and at his 
home. Some simply called 
him “faggot.” Others said that 
as a homosexual sinner, he 
would be killed. Forston did, 
not pay much attention to the 
attacks until members of his 
BBS started telling him that 
they believed someone was 
out to damage the bulletin 
board. 

Explicit Programs 

When Clark signed on the 
bulletin board, Forston says 
that he did the usual tele¬ 
phone voice-verification that 
the person on the other end 
of the computer was really 
born in 1973. Forston says he 
then gave the prospective- 
member complimentary ac¬ 
cess to “look around” at all 
the programs except the sex¬ 
ually explicit programs which 
required special permission, 
membership and an access 
code. 

At the time, Forston says, 
he was installing a new ac¬ 
counting program with soft¬ 
ware which later proved de¬ 
fective. By placing a dollar 
symbol as a code in front of a 
new user’s name, Forston 
says that the software relaxed 
detailed security precautions 
that he had set up to safe¬ 
guard his X-rated section. 

In hindsight, he speculates 
that the relaxed security per¬ 
mitted Clark to “look around” 
at those programs. Forston 
says that the X-rated pro¬ 
grams are “invisible” if the se¬ 
curity precautions are intact. 

Because of the way the 
man who turned out to be 
Clark chatted with him on the 
computer, Forston says he 
suspected the new user might 
be his arch-computer enemy 
Jack Porter, up to a new ver¬ 
sion of his old homophobic 
tricks. He decided to investi¬ 
gate, and if it was Porter, con¬ 
front him once and for all. 

But Forston says he wasn’t 
sure; what if this really was a 
frightened, lonely young 19- 
year-old afraid to come out? 

Forston says his feelings 
swung between sympathy for 
the young man, suspicion that 
the new user wasn’t gay and 
arrogant, revengeful thoughts 
of counter-entrapment against 
Porter. 

He says that he had no 
plan, he just followed the new 
BBS user’s lead. When they 
went into the “fantasy date 
questionnaire,” Forston says 
he played along, engaging in 
“fantasy sex chat.” He says he 
agreed to meet with the per¬ 
son Clark claimed to be in or¬ 
der to “visually verify” the 
age and character of the new 
user. 

Forston says his instincts 
alerted him that the young 
man who met him at Foster’s 
Freeze, a coffee shop, on 
March 13 (actually a 24-year- 
old police informant) wasn’t 
the same person with whom 
he had been chatting on his 
BBS. Fearing a trap, Forston 
says he asked to talk to the 
young man outside where 
Forston was arrested. 

'Pool Halls' of Trouble 

Shortly thereafter, Clark 


and his police partner Joel 
Popejoy held a news confer¬ 
ence heralding the arrest of 
Forston, charged with being a 
child molester and pedophile 
who was luring minors onto 
his board to corrupt their 
morals and engage in illicit 
acts. The media rushed to 
Forston’s home, interviewed 
his neighbors about the sus¬ 
pected child molester next 
door - no one had ever seen 
any children come in or out 
of Forston’s home, but one 
man said he’d “heard ru¬ 
mors.” 

Clark was regularly inter¬ 
viewed and was making 
speeches before public audi¬ 
ences about how personal 
computers had become latter- 
day “pool halls” — harkening 
back to the “Music Man’s” 
“trouble in River City.” 

The publicity surrounding 
Forston’s arrest led to an 18- 
year-old man coming forward 
who claimed that when he 
was 16 years old, Forston had 
lured him into Forston’s home, 
locked the bedroom door and 
raped him. The young man 
and his mother went on local 
television in disguises to 
charge that the young man was 
psychologically damaged and 
now sexually confused. 

The fact that Forston’s 93- 
year-old mother and invalid 
brother deny that Forston 
ever had any young men over 
to the house where Forston 
cares for them, or that the 
only locks in the house are on 
the front and bathroom doors, 
merited two lines in most of 
the reporting. 

Meanwhile Tom Brande- 
berry from Fresno’s Queer 
Nation has identified the 
young man who charged 
Forston with rape as a gay 
man who has attended Queer 
Nation meetings and partici¬ 
pated with the group in its 
Sacramento demonstration 
against AB 101. 

Additionally Forston is try¬ 
ing to locate another young 
gay man who apparently told 
a television reporter and a 
Fresno attorney that the al¬ 
leged “victim” admitted that 
he lied in order to get re¬ 
venge on Forston for being 
, kicked off Forston’s BBS two 
years earlier. 

Though the furor has died 
down until the Oct. 1 trial, 
Forston lives daily with the 
felony charges plus the public 
perception of him as a child 
molester, pedophile, and 
rapist. Despite the best efforts 
of his sister, brother (who 
mortgaged his house to get 
Forston out of jail) and his 
straight and gay friends to 
help him dig up information 
or just shore up his mood, 
Forston says he is often in a 
state of panic and has thought 
of suicide. 

If convicted of the felony 
charges, Forston faces stiff 
prison time. Without financial 
resources, he was assigned a 
public defender with whom 
Fortson says he has spoken 
for only two hours - apart 
from brief phone conversa¬ 
tions, court appearances or 
catching him in the hall - in 
the more than five months 
since Forston was first arrest¬ 
ed. And now the public de¬ 
fender is on a honeymoon va¬ 
cation for a month, set to re¬ 
turn three weeks before 
Forston’s case goes to trial. 

That’s not enough time, 
Forston says, to master the in¬ 
tricacies of computer technol¬ 
ogy and bulletin board termi¬ 
nology or to find witnesses 
for his defense. 

So Forston has set about 
saving himself, with advise 


from various attorneys. And 
while a handful of family and 
friends believe Forston is in¬ 
nocent, no one else seems to. 

“Forston’s case is an exam¬ 
ple of how the system can tar¬ 
get and persecute an unpopu¬ 
lar individual based on per¬ 
sonal hatred, such as the reli¬ 
gious prejudice demonstrated 
by this officer,” says Mary 
Newcombe, staff attorney 
with the Los Angeles office of 
Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund, who has 
spoken with Forston several 
times. 

Newcombe says she is “as¬ 
tonished” by his story of 
“trumped-up charges” but has 
not done any “original work” 
on the case. 

“This police officer is mak¬ 
ing Mark’s life hell and Mark 
is particularly vulnerable be¬ 
cause he has few resources. It 
seems that the police power 
has been tremendously 
abused,” Newcombe says. 
“This is a case where individ¬ 
ual prejudice is being used 
with the force of his profes¬ 
sional position - and that posi¬ 
tion is the power of the state. 
Prejudice is what’s driving 
this prosecution.”

The net result of the pile 
up is that people wait longer 
for appointment slots and 
they are hurried through 
when their time finally ar¬ 
rives. Currently, established 
patients have to wait several 
weeks for follow-up appoint¬ 
ments while there is a four- 
week wait for asymptomatic 
HIV carriers. 

There is a “safety” clinic to 
check former hospital pa¬ 
tients within a week of their 
discharge, but that has been 
“maxing out,” Molaghan said. 
And the clinic has been see¬ 
ing more and more drop-in, 
emergency patients as the epi¬ 
demic increases among home¬ 
less and other poor popula¬ 
tions. 

“The bottom line is that 
we need a new clinic,” said 
Molaghan, “Otherwise we are 
going to have to stop taking 
in new patients. When the 
clinic is crowded, it’s stressful 
for everybody.” 

Molaghan noted that the 
crowding creates hazards for 
medical personnel as well as 
the patients. In the past two 
years, four staff members 
have contracted latent tuber¬ 
culosis infections. 

In an effort to relieve 


Ward 86, the health depart¬ 
ment has been trying to ex¬ 
pand HIV care in its neigh¬ 
borhood health centers. For 
example, District Health Cen¬ 
ter Number 1 is opening a 
new evening AIDS clinic 
Monday nights with two and 
possibly three physicians. 

The longer hours will pro¬ 
vide time for another 250 pa¬ 
tients with HIV-related prob¬ 
lems. District Health Center 
Number 1 had been closed to 
new HIV patients for five 
months last year. Such new 
patients now have to wait 
three weeks for appoint¬ 
ments. 

The Center’s modest re¬ 
covery and expansion relies 
on one-time federal grant 
money under the Ryan White 
Emergency CARE Act, 
which funds local AIDS pro¬ 
jects. The amount of future 
appropriations for this act is 
uncertain. Additional uncer¬ 
tainties on the city and state 
levels further cloud the health 
care future. 

Judith Hager, director of 
District Health Center Num¬ 
ber 1 commented, “The big 
problem is that the present 
city environment doesn’t al¬ 
low for the expansion of ser¬ 
vices. We’re handicapped by 
the city budget and the un¬ 
known extent of impending 
state cuts.” ▼ 
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A Conversation With Ian McKellen

L ong regarded as one 
of the finest actors of 
his generation, Ian 
McKellen is also a 
man of courage and convic¬ 
tion. Spurred by the piece of 
British legislation passed in 
1988 which prohibits “promot¬ 
ing homosexual causes,” 
McKellen came out as a gay 
man on a BBC radio pro¬ 
gram. 

Shortly thereafter, as 
Lawrence O’Toole wrote in 
the New York Times Maga¬ 
zine, McKellen became “the 
first openly gay Sir” when the 
same government that was re¬ 
sponsible for the anti-gay leg¬ 
islation conferred a knight¬ 
hood on him in 1991. 

During his American tour 
with the National Theatre of 
Britain’s production of 
Richard III, which opens next 
week at the Curran, he has 
spoken out on gay subjects — 
whether requested to or not — 
at celebrity roasts and on talk 
shows that were more inter¬ 
ested in his celebrity than gay 
rights. Shortly before leaving 
London to begin his 16-week 
tour, the knight and actor 
shared these thoughts with 
the Bay Area Reporter. 


John Karr: In a previous in¬ 
terview, you said you were 


cut off from literature on the 
subject of being gay as a 
child, and you did not know 
gay adults. How did you 
learn about gay culture? 

Ian McKellen: I don’t think I 
did until I got to the universi¬ 
ty. When I was 18, I went to 
Cambridge. I remember 
learning the word “camp,” 
which we used at Cambridge 
then to signify a gay sensibil¬ 
ity. Gay, of course, was not a 
word we used. We were still 
calling ourselves queer. It 
seems to me rather quaint 
that queer has come back into 
fashion, as we spent our 
youth running away from the 
idea that there was anything 
queer about being queer. 

Being gay for me was 
knowing some friends who 
were gay, not relating to a 
culture that existed or that I 
didn’t know about. It just 
wasn’t there. To be gay in the 
50s, in England, was to be¬ 
long to a secret society which 
was, by turns, sleazy and ex¬ 
citing — but which you did not 
speak about, except to other 
gay men. 

This was the way it was 
until I went into the theatre 
where we were generally ac¬ 
cepted. I related more strong¬ 
ly to the world of theatre than 
to a culture and a lifestyle 
which was specifically and ex¬ 
clusively gay. And I think it’s 
one of the good things about 


the theatre that it didn’t mat¬ 
ter how curious you were, 
what your social background 
was, what your sexuality was, 
you could have any sort of in¬ 
dividuality. In the theatre, 
they only asked if you were a 
hard worker. Did you get on 
with other people, and were 
you a good actor? 

But that seems to me a 
sort of model of what society 
ought to be. I know some gay 
activists today would quarrel 
strongly with that, but that’s 
been my experience, which 
has kept me going fairly hap¬ 
pily. 

I’m curious about that rather 
hidden subculture you spoke 
about in the 50s, whether that 
was separate from the life of 
the theatre 

I never got involved in it! I 
never went to a gay club until 
ten years ago, when I was ap¬ 
pearing in America. I think it 
came to me as a great sur¬ 
prise that there were gay 
clubs in London. 

Have you done any back¬ 
tracking on this encultura- 
tion? 

I must say, whenever I go 
on tour, I do root out the gay 
clubs and see what they’re 
like. It’s just nice to meet 
friendly faces and people. I’m 
much more alert to gay histo-

ry now, such as it is. It’s very 
difficult to trace. It’s only re¬ 
cently that the gay identity 
has been something tangible 
and definable and recordable 
by historians and journalists. 

I was recently impressed, see¬ 
ing The Importance of Being 


country you 
can be sacked 
from any job 
if you're gay.

Earnest, with the idea that it 
is Wilde’s persona and behav¬ 
ior which have been affixed 


to the traditional picture of 
the effete homosexual. Look¬ 
ing back through the differ¬ 
ent cultural scene of your ear¬ 
ly days in the theatre, can 
you see any sort of role mod¬ 
els like that which might 
have formed your idea of a 
gay lifestyle or the personal¬ 
ity traits to be emulated? 

I think probably (I had) a 
reaction against the effemi¬ 
nate stereotype of a gay man. 
Not the transvestite, I don’t 
mean that, but the outra¬ 
geous, what we’d call the 
queen today. That’s never 
been my style, except as a 
joke. I suppose that’s some¬ 
thing I’ve been a little bit ner¬ 
vous about, it shows how ef¬ 
fected I’ve been by straight 
society. 

Incidentally, I always 
thought about Oscar Wilde 
that bunburying, going off to 
the country, was very much 
what Oscar himself did. But it 
wasn’t a niece he went to 
visit, it was a young man. 
And bunburying would have 
been a very good word for, 
you know, cottaging (visiting 
t-rooms). 

But I recall Ivor Novello, 
who was England’s most suc¬ 
cessful writer of musical 
comedies in the 30s and 40s. I 
always knew he was gay. He 
was an extremely beautiful

Returns 

From 

Dead

I n an uncanny resurrec¬ 
tion act that rivals 
Lazarus, Madame (the 
puppet created by the 
late Wayland Flowers) has 
found a new voice. Mark Pe¬ 
ters, who moved to San Fran- 
ciso two years ago, has taken 
on the naughty doyennne of 
the Depends generation for 
her second coming. And if Pe¬ 
ters has anything to say about 
it, Madame will soon be hit¬ 
ting the heights once again. 

Peters, 29, who’s currently 
enjoying a month-long stint at 
The Blue Muse with the 
aforementioned Lady M., has 
received some flak from 
Flowers fans — and the late 
entertainer’s former agent — 
for his “appropriation” of 
what many see as a genuine 
gay icon. Not surprisingly, he 
sees matters in a different 
light. 

“Wayland Flowers has 
passed way,” Peters told the 
B.A.R. in a recent interview. 
“We lost a great talent. He 
was an absolutely brilliant 
man, a wonderful performer, 
but unfortunately, we don’t 
have him around any longer. 
But there’s no reason 
Madame should die with him. 
Madame is a personality — to 
some people she is a person. 
She shouldn’t just stop all of a 
sudden.” 

When Peters isn’t perform¬ 
ing, he makes his living as a

nurse. No stranger to contro¬ 
versy, three years ago he 
found himself at the center of 
a dispute between comedi¬ 
enne/TV star Roseanne 
Arnold (then Barr) and late- 
night talk show host Arsenio 
Hall. 


Fat Lady on a Pogo Stick 

Peters was doing an im¬ 
personation of Arnold (and 
singer Rosemary Clooney) in 
the famed Evening at La 
Cage review at the Riviera 
Hotel in Las Vegas. He 
agreed to repeat his takeoff, 
albeit in a slightly different 
version, for Will and the 
Bushmen’s MTV video of 
their song “Blow Me Up.” In 
the video Peters appeared as 
Roseanne, portraying her as a 
“fat carnival lady in a $5 kiss¬

ing booth jumping on a pogo 
stick with a long line of men 
outside. The camera cuts to a 
blonde with big tits with no 
men outside her booth.” The 
scene ends with 
Peters/Arnold getting his 
stick stuck deep in the ground 
and having to abandon it. 

According to Peters, Hall 
made a crack about Arnold 
being “a fat cow in a rock 
video,” which prompted a 
similarly unflattering rejoin¬ 
der from her. Insults flew 
back and forth until there was 
a reconciliation, which includ¬ 
ed Peters, between the two 
“longtime friends” on Arse¬ 
nio. Arnold was “all hugs 
and kisses,” Peters reported, 
even though he’d been served 
with a cease and desist order 
from her attorney the day af¬ 
ter Hall’s “fat cow” comment. 

The Legacy 

Mark Peters sees his work 
as both furthering and ex¬ 
panding upon Wayland Flow¬ 
ers’ legacy. “It was his wish 
that she went on,” Peters 
said. “Personal friends of his, 
including a couple past lovers 
and a priest that used to trick 
with Wayland in Atlanta, 
have come up to me after my 
shows and told me he wanted 
Madame to continue.” In addi¬ 
tion, Peters claims that come¬ 
dian Rip Taylor was with 
Flowers when he died. Re¬ 
portedly, the puppeteer com¬ 
municated to Taylor, just be¬ 
fore he expired, his desire 
that Madame live on. 

Madame is now Peters’ of¬ 
ficial property. He bought the 
rights to her when Flowers’ 
former agent, who was also 
the executor of his estate, ne¬ 
glected to file a claim for his 
taxes. The Federal Taxation 
Board disbanded Madame 
Inc. and suspended all trade¬ 
mark rights. For an $800 in¬ 
corporation and a $200 trade¬ 
mark/patent fee, Peters made 
Madame his own. 

Far more costly was 
Madame No. 6, the authentic 
Madame marionette (nine 
were made for Flowers) that 
set Peters back $15,000. 
“They’re puppets,” Peters 
said. “They wear out. You 
have to make copies.” 

Originally, Peters only 
wanted to own a Madame. He 
had no intention of using her 
as part of an act, but “then I 
was playing with her, putting 
her on my arm — and she 
came to life. It’s unbelievable 
what comes out of her when I 
have her. She’s just up and 
roaring and ready to tell a sto¬ 
ry." 

Madame's Comeback 

Almost a year after 
Madame’s resurrection, she is 
now a featured part of Peters’ 
75-minute cabaret show. 


Billed as “an evening of com¬ 
edy and musical entertain¬ 
ment,” the first half is pure 
Peters. He comes out in semi- 
Carol Channing drag — blond 
hairdo and floppy eyelashes — 
and warbles “The Girl in the 
Show.” He then sings — sings 
not synches — some more and 
does his stand-up routine. 

Madame makes her en¬ 
trance in the second act and 
does her standard shtick — 
well-known Flowers yarns 
about the men in her life and 
the life in her men (to para¬ 
phrase Mae West) — as well as 
some new stories and songs 
by Peters. Of course, Peters 
explains, “Madame throws 
her zingers in. She can really 
go off the wall.” 

The last five minutes of 
the act constitute a tribute to 
Flowers. “His work needs to 
be idolized,” Peters stressed. 


“It deserves to be put on a 
pedestal. Madame talks about 
the beautiful life she had with 
Wayland. How he brought 
her into existence. And then 
she closes with ‘I’ll Be Seeing 
You.’ ” 

Peters confessed that this 
is the point at which he and 
his co-star usually get choked 
up. “She’s so wonderful,” he 
said. “She’s so sensitive. And 
people in the audience cry. 
Afterwards they come up and 
tell me that this is the most 
moving Madame they’ve ever 
seen.” 

As proof of Madame’s en¬ 
during power, Peters cites the 
fact that there’s no profession¬ 
al lighting in the small con¬ 
fines of The Blue Muse. “Peo¬ 
ple see me,” Peters noted, 
“but they focus on her. It’s 
her magic, and thank god I 
was blessed with the talent to 


re-create it.” 

Although the last few 
years have been rough ones 
for Madame, the road ahead 
is starting to look a bit 
brighter. In October she’ll be 
guesting on old pal Joan 
Rivers’ morning talk show. 
While it’s not exactly dishing 
the dirt with Johnny or even 
remotely like having your 
own show, it does represent 
a return to national exposure. 
And, to be sure, like another 
ageless diva, Madame will 
once again be ready for her 
close-up. ▼

Side-Splitting 'Bulldyke'

A lison Bechdel, look 
out. Madwomen 
Press, the brand new 
women’s imprint lo¬ 
cated in Massachusetts, has 
launched itself toward star¬ 
dom with a collection of sin¬ 
gle-frame cartoons by New 
York City graphic artist, Jane 
Caminos. The best thing 
about Caminos’ viewpoint is 
that she unabashedly covers 
territory untouched by other 
lesbian cartoonists. 

From the perils of couple- 
dom to the inner thoughts of 
lesbians standing in a bar, 
Caminos leaves no stone un¬ 
turned. Especially apt are the 
phrases found in balloons 
above each character’s head. 
Each line stings a little, but 
not unpleasantly. Each situa¬ 
tion carries a little bite of ve¬ 



racity, allowing us to grin 
wryly at ourselves. 

If you compare her single¬ 
frame style to the work of les¬ 
bian graphic favorites like Al¬ 
ison Bechdel and Kris 
Kovick, Caminos’ is less pris¬ 
tine. She lacks Bechdel’s accu¬ 
racy with facial expressions 
and her variety of bodily 
forms. Less artistically com¬ 
plex than Kovick, Caminos’ 
work is less politically edgy 
as well. However, Caminos’

drawings have their own 
unique flavor. Scanning this 
new book, you may find that 
her style grows on you, and, 
like her popular fellow-car¬ 
toonists, she finds no territory 
too sacred for the touch of 
her pen. 

Infectious Wit 

Caminos’ wit is infectious, 
and much of what she’s show¬ 
ing us has not been adequate¬ 
ly brought before the collec¬ 
tive lesbian gaze. For in¬ 
stance, Caminos thoroughly, 
and hilariously, explores the 
nature of relationships be¬ 
tween older and younger 
women. Again, the balloons 
do most of the showing, as in 
the frame depicting an older 
woman undressing before her 
younger bedmate: their bod¬ 
ies are not that dissimilar, ex¬ 
cept for some strange marks, 
possibly meant to denote 
wrinkles on the woman un¬ 
dressing. Her thought balloon 
reads: “Splendid. How gun I 
going to get undressed in 
front of this nubile young 
thing? She wants me to leave 
the lights on so she can be en¬ 
raptured by my maturity.” 

Another great one-liner is 
contained in the frame with 
the woman sitting on her suit¬ 
cases, curbside, thinking: “I 
moved to this big city from 
my small town where there 
were no women’s bars. What 




do you mean there are none 
here either?” 

The best frames, the most 
thought-provoking, also carry 
the most laughs. Friends I 
shared the book with found 
frames showing the secret-in- 
ner-turmoil-of-lesbians irre¬ 
sistible. In those tumultuous 


moments depicted, the laugh¬ 
ter stems from self-recogni¬ 
tion and the hope that you’ve 
moved past that particular 
frame in your own life. Even 
if you haven’t, Caminos will 
help redeem the moment in a 
spirit of fun. ▼ 



Riggs Does Not Regret

T he National Task 
Force on AIDS Pre¬ 
vention will kick off 
a national tour of 
Marlon Riggs’ latest film, 
Non Je Ne Regrette Rien 
(No, I Regret Nothing), with a 
benefit screening and recep¬ 
tion (sponsored by the S.F. 
AIDS Foundation and the 
Pendulum) on Saturday, Au¬ 
gust 15, at the Women’s 
Building in San Francisco. 

The Task Force is a na¬ 
tional minority organization 
dedicated to ending the AIDS 
epidemic by advocacy and as¬ 
sistance in the development 
of HIV education and service 
programs, by and for gay and 
bisexual men of color. The 
Task Force also operates one 
of the few national education 
programs geared toward gay 
men of color. 

The San Francisco recep¬ 
tion and screening of Ne Re 
grette is part of a nationa 
tour of the video. It is also an 
other way to provide cultural¬ 
ly sensitive HIV prevention 
and early intervention mes¬ 
sages to African-American 
gay and bisexual men. The 
tour aims to empower black 
gay and bisexual men; to en¬ 
courage community-based 
HIV/AIDS organizing; and to 
raise funds for the National 
Task Force and local commu¬ 
nity-based AIDS organiza¬ 
tions. 

Riggs’ 40-minute video is

about five black gay men 
from varied backgrounds who 
are all living with HIV dis¬ 
ease. It is the third video in 
the Fear of Disclosure pro¬ 
ject (inspired by and named 
after a video by the late Phil 
Zwickler). The project con¬ 
tains a series of tapes that ex¬ 
plore the issue of HIV disclo¬ 
sure for specific populations 
like black gay men, Latino 
women, and Asian Ameri¬ 
cans. In addition to Riggs’ 
video, a production of Rap 
City, an HIV prevention pre¬ 
sentation for African-Ameri¬ 
can men, will also be shown. 

Speaking Out 

The five men in Ne Re¬ 
grette speak out about their 


individual confrontations with 
HIV, their HIV-related illness¬ 
es, and the familial and social 
reactions to the disclosures of 
their sero-status. Through in¬ 
creasingly more revealing 
personal interviews, the video 
portrays the difficult and of¬ 
ten painful journey that black 
men throughout this country 
encounter in coping with the 
personal and social devasta¬ 
tion of this epidemic. 

The national tour of Ne 
Regrette will premiere in 
four or five cities across the 
country. Besides San Francis¬ 
co, the cities of Los Angeles, 
Washington, D.C, Newark, 
Chicago, Atlanta, and Cleve¬ 
land have all expressed inter¬ 
est in hosting this event. 

The tour will provide a ve¬ 
hicle of support for HIV-pos¬ 
itive black gay and bisexual 
men and help communities in 
those cities to build coalitions 
and work together. It will also 
serve to advocate for early in¬ 
tervention information and 
programming for African- 
American gay and bisexual 
men, and provide HIV-infect¬ 
ed men another vital opportu¬ 
nity to see how other HlV-in- 
fected men are surviving in 
the face of this scourge. ▼

SF Theatre Project's 'Metamorphosis' 

Kafka's Vision Comes to Life

* * A s Gregor Samsa 
/l awoke one morn- 
ing from uneasy 
^ ^ dreams he found 
himself transformed in his 
bed into a gigantic insect.” 
With that line, astonishingly 
matter of fact in tone, Franz 
Kafka began his nightmarish 
“Metamorphosis.” In an ex¬ 
traordinary production, rich 
with textural nuance, contem¬ 
porary relevance and the 
darkest of black comedy, the 
San Francisco Theatre Pro¬ 
ject brings Kafka’s grotesque 
vision to stunning theatrical 
life. 

Gregor Samsa is a travel¬ 
ing salesman who lives with 
and supports his screamingly 
middle-class parents and his 
artistically middle-class sister, 
Greta. He rises each morning 
at 4 a.m. to catch the 5 a.m. 
train to sell whatever it is that 
he sells in order to maintain 
his family and to pay off his 
father’s monstrous debts. 
Gregor hates his job and 
dreams of a golden future 
when Dad’s debts will be dis¬ 
charged (in five years, he 
hopes) and he will finally be 
able to live a life of his own 
choosing. His sole impor¬ 
tance as wage earner to this 
greedy, grasping, ought-to-be- 
Republican family is painfully 
underscored by the family’s 
chanted mantra: “Cash. 
Clothes. Cigars. Beer.” 

Gregor’s transformation is 
seen as a double tragedy for 
the family (the effect on Gre¬ 
gor is of no importance to his 
relations). Not only will their 
income disappear, but Gre¬ 
gor’s insect existence is an 
embarrassment that must be 
kept secret: “We mustn’t let 
the neighbors see.” Gregor’s 
attempt to make sense of his 
unbelievable change and to 
find some meaning in his new 
mode of being is played in 
painful counterpoint to the 
family’s (hilarious) effort to in¬ 
tegrate an enormous beetle 
into its middle-class routine. 

Workable Metaphor 

I spoke to John 
Loschmann, the co-director 
who plays Gregor, and he 
told me that the cast searched 
for a metaphor for Gregor’s 
change. In deciding that Gre¬ 


gor has AIDS, the company 
gave itself a workable 
metaphor and provided the 
audience with a frighteningly 
relevant subtext for the action 
on stage. 

This choice is brilliantly 
executed and powerfully sub-

tie. The dirty secret of the in¬ 
sect becomes the dirty secret 
of a gay son with a gay dis¬ 
ease. In a particularly chilling 
moment, the family expresses 
its fear of catching “the bug” 
through casual contact. Over 
time, the pity originally felt 
by Greta and the mother be¬ 
comes annoyance at the in¬ 
convenience then a calculated 
decision that “We have to get 
rid of him.” 

John Loschmann’s glorious 
performance deserves special 
recognition. His background 
as a dancer (he was a princi¬ 
pal dancer with the SF Pacif¬ 
ic Ballet for eight years) pro¬ 
vides the physical dexterity to 
perform this bug who was a 
man. Using movement alone 
(there is, thank goodness, no 
bug costume), Loschmann cre¬ 
ates an eerily realistic insect 
sensibility as he portrays the 
curiously impossible situation 
of a logical man in an absurd 
universe, trying out his new 
legs, learning to maneuver his 
new body, hoping that the 
change is an escapable night¬ 


mare. 

Loschmann’s movement is 
crisply executed and richly 
suggestive of an insect ham¬ 
pered by a human brain. In 
an early sequence of pure 
physicality that left me gasp¬ 
ing in delight and admiration, 
Loschmann makes a supreme 
effort to turn over. His suc¬ 
cess, capturing as it does the 
actuality of the beetle on its 
back and the absurdity of a 
human’s being in that posi¬ 
tion, is extraordinarily mov¬ 
ing. 

Gregor walks on walls, 
eats a meal while standing on 
his head, and does sit-ups on 
the ceiling. Loschmann told 
me that the challenge of the 
role (one of many) was to ex¬ 
press Gregor’s terrible isola¬ 
tion through movement. He 
meets that challenge and con¬ 
quers it in a performance that 
is both technically and emo¬ 
tionally superb. 

Outstanding Cast 

Loschmann’s Gregor is 
ably supported by an out¬ 
standing cast. Franc Ross as 
the father is grossly animalis¬ 
tic and a dedicated consumer. 
His rage at Gregor’s inconsid¬ 
erate transformation is com- 
pellingly played. Sandy Kelly 
Hoffman plays a mother in 
desperate search of normalcy 
whose love for her husband is 
tempered by an ironic sense 
of his absurdity. This actor 
maintains a moving credibili¬ 
ty in the face of a world up¬ 
side down. Mary Beth Caton 
as Greta, the originally sym¬ 
pathetic sister who becomes 
the middlest of the middle 
class, is a delight. 

Jim Chance plays the Chief 
Clerk, the Renter and the Ac¬ 
quaintance with wonderfully 
specific character choices. 
The opening moment, when 
he and Gregor embrace, is 
lovely, with a romantically 
erotic charge that resonates 
throughout the play. The ac¬ 
tors maintain their individual 
characters while making clear 
that they are really inter¬ 
changeable cogs in the con¬ 
suming, industrial machine. 

Lawrence Hecht’s staging 
is strong, with a fine blend of 
mechanical and realistic 
movements. His exploration 
of the comic possibilities

F anny Fatale (better 
known as Debi Sun- 
dahl) speaks from ex¬ 
perience when she 
says “sexual knowledge is 
powerful.” Her sexual curios¬ 
ity and knowledge has been a 
creative force in shaping On 
Our Backs magazine, and Fa¬ 
tale Video. 

A pioneer in lesbian eroti¬ 
ca, Fatale is a “pro-sex femi¬ 
nist” on a mission to explore 
the realm of women’s sexual¬ 
ity. In an effort to live up to 
the title of her new video 
How to Female Ejaculate, 
Fatale plays tour guide to the 
G-spot and teaches viewers 
the ins and outs, so to speak, 
of female ejaculation. The 
question, as framed by Fatale, 
is no longer if women ejacu¬ 
late, but how. Her answer is 


simple: practice and patience. 

The film claims that all 
women can ejaculate, and 
four women offer personal 
testimony. If seeing is believ¬ 
ing, there’s plenty of action to 
back up these words. 

PBS or PMS? 

It’s hard to say whether 
the video is more educational 
or entertaining, but at a re¬ 
cent screening of the video at 
A Different Light bookstore, 
August 5, audience response 
indicated that viewers find it 
both instructional and fun 
(the video, that is). Watching 
the film reminded me of high 
school science class. I found 
myself fidgeting with antici¬ 
pation while the teacher ex¬ 
plained the experiment we 
were about to see. When the 
credits rolled, the crowd of 
forty had praise for the film 
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Debi Sundahl (aka: Fanny Fatale) blows 'em away at A Different Light.

and questions for Fatale. 

One woman said she found 
it “freeing” and “validating” 
to see “all those women mas¬ 
turbating,” Fatale agreed. 
“We have few images of 
women coming,” Fatale said. 
“Women’s orgasms are very 
powerful and diverse.” 

The video reflects that di¬ 
versity as Fatale is joined by 
three other women in a vari¬ 
ation on the circle jerk. For 
folks unfamiliar with the 
stock at Good Vibrations, the 
demo provides a show and 
tell of sex toys. Carol Queen 
discusses and displays her 
“orgasm repertoire,” as well 
as providing a mini-course in 
vaginal weight lifting to 
strengthen her “PC muscles.” 
As Fatale says, “You can’t 
ejaculate without good muscle 
tone.” 

High Anxiety 

But could this be just an¬ 
other way to make those who 
don’t ejaculate feel inadequate 
in comparison to these wom¬ 
en who seem to have mas-

tered the art? 

Not in Fanny Fatale’s eyes. 
She wants her viewers to see 
the video as an invitation to 
sexual exploration and 
growth. “This is not a gim¬ 
mick to cause performance 
anxiety,” she told the audi¬ 
ence before showing the 
video. “It’s not about spraying 
the most or the farthest. It’s 
about choice and awareness.” 

According to Fatale, 
awareness is a matter of 
knowing where to look. She 
shows you her own G-spot 
with the aid of a clear plastic 


speculum and a sense of hu¬ 
mor, saying “If it were any 
closer, it would bite you.” 

Fatale credits the book A 
New View of a Woman’s 
Body with erasing the notion 
that the clitoris and vagina 
are separate. “The sex organ 
is no longer fragmented,” said 
Fatale, who holds the misog¬ 
yny of the traditional medical 
profession at fault for the lack 
of reliable information about 
women’s bodies. She said, “It 
is empowering to understand 
that the sex organ is a unified 
organ.” 

If you’re looking to demys¬ 
tify women’s sexuality: if you 
like the idea of watching 
women stimulate themselves; 
or if you’re looking for your 
own or a partner’s G-spot; 
Fanny Fatale is happy to 
show you the way. ▼

I n Raising Cain, film¬ 
maker Brian de Palma 
isn’t content to do his 
usual direct lifts from 
Hitchcock. He also digs up 
tired cliches from his own 
second-hand oeuvre with fa¬ 
miliar reprises of Sisters, 
Dressed to Kill, Carrie et al. 
The man’s a whore, one who 
must be chortling up his 
sleeve at the gullibility of the 
American moviegoing public, 
not to mention the Hollywood 
studio bosses who supply him 
with backing. 

That said, I have to confess 
the last hour of Raising Cain 
is mildly enjoyable in an out¬ 
rageous, cartoonish way. At 
least de Palma doesn’t take 
his manipulations so serious¬ 
ly; he lards his cynicism with 
humor and anarchy. Raising 
Cain at its best is the cine¬ 
matic equivalent of mooning. 

Ix-nay, Ix-nay 

John Lithgow plays Dr. 
Nix, a character who must’ve 
seen Michael Powell’s Peep¬ 
ing Tom too many times, 
since he’s fascinated with the 
rearing and observance of 
split personalities in children. 
This puts his little tyke Amy 
in jeopardy — not to mention 
his two-timing wife Jenny (the 
consummately bad Lolita

Davidovitch). 

Dr. Nix is a serial killer 
given to slashing young moth¬ 
ers and baby sitters, then kid¬ 
napping their progeny for his 
heinous experiments. The 
comedy gathers steam when 
Dr. Waldheim (Frances Stern- 
hagen in a wonderfully ham¬ 
my turn) blows the whistle on 
our hero’s nefarious doings. 


Besides being an affront to 
continuity (when changes 
from medium close-up to long 
shot occur, light switches are 
in different positions, hands 
are no longer holding coffee 
cups, etc.) Raising Cain also 
plays fast and loose with log¬ 
ic, reality and sequential time.

Film Fest

T emperatures are 
bound to rise next 
week at the Roxie 
Cinema with the de¬ 
but of the Women’s Erotic 
Film Festival. The program 
includes 10 short works by 
women filmmakers, both les¬ 
bian and straight. These so¬ 
phisticated ladies interpret fe¬ 
male sexuality in its various 
forms, often through humor, 
sometimes awkwardly, and at 
other times with a real sense 
of style. The series explores 
the question of what defines 
the erotic, and the films will 
be introduced by Susie Bright 
(who also curated the collec¬ 
tion). 

My favorite film in the 
program, which premieres 
next week before its nation¬ 
wide tour, is Cathy Cook’s 
The Match That Started My 
Fire. It’s a dense, delightful 
work of rich images and fa¬ 
miliar stories of childhood 
and the teenage discovery of 
sexual pleasure. From the 
game of “Show” to stripping 
Barbie dolls, from sleeping 
with best friends to leaning 
up against washing machines, 
we see American culture 
awakening to sexuality. The 
film’s message is conveyed 
through women’s stories 
heard over a barrage of im¬ 
ages from the ’50s and ’60s 
that run the gamut from titil¬ 
lating circle skirts to busty 
blondes. These familiar im¬ 
ages are juxtaposed against 
intense shots of flora, fauna 
and undersea life. 

Getting to First Base 

Megan Siler’s First Base 
is a comic, realistic film of 
adolescent sexual discovery, 


and the flirtation of two girls 
with breasts, boys and each 
other. Kathy Daymond’s Nice 
Girls Don’t Do It blends the¬ 
ory with quasi-clinical prac¬ 
tice in a how-to discussion of 
female ejaculation. 

Dawn Hoggatt’s Fresh 
Produce is a dual sexual fan¬ 
tasy, in which the woman’s 
version prevails over the 
man’s. Her preference for a 
scene in a romantic French 
restaurant disrupts his vision 


of a sleazy bar. In his story, 
she is the object of the gaze of 
many men and the possession 
of one; in hers she claims 
greater power by demanding 
sexual satisfaction during a 
meal. The couple’s subtle ac¬ 
tivity transforms the formal 
restaurant and its staid pa¬ 
trons into a scene of ravenous 
animals all partaking in an 
edibly erotic frenzy. 

Paradisia by Marcy Paige 
is a lovely, romantic animated 
dream — mythological in a 
certain Jungian way that com¬ 
bines magic and malevolence. 

The shorter films include 
Carol Fleishman’s Lipsinc (a 
woman gazes at kisses 
through a keyhole); Lisa Gins¬ 
berg’s Joy Stick Blues, in 
which a dog finds a new kind 
of bone; Ochenha, a 
blend of music, a Catholic 
litany and striking visuals;

inherent in the plot makes for 
black comedy with a surpris¬ 
ingly human underpinning. 
The set, designed by Morgan 
Hall, suggests both a giant 
beetle and an industrial plant, 
and offers plenty of places for 
Gregor to explore. Keith 
Dunwoody’s sound design, 
with special sound effects by 
David Lougee, is an always 
interesting mixture of music 


and noise that supports the 
actors and provides commen¬ 
tary on their plight as well. 

Metamorphosis is a mar¬ 
velous, mind-stretching, heart¬ 
seizing work and as fine a 
production as I have seen in a 
long while. I cannot urge you 
too strongly to see this play. 
It will delight your senses 
while it engages your mind.

Jon Weaver's 'ColdHardCash Variations' 

Money Isn't 
Everything

O ne of those unex¬ 
plained mysteries 
of the dance occurs 
when a performer 
promises so much and then, 
under the glare of theatrical 
lights, delivers so little. Re¬ 
grettably, this is what hap¬ 
pened last weekend when lo¬ 
cal dancer-choreographer Jon 
Weaver presented the com¬ 
plete version of The Cold 
Hard Cash Variations at San 
Francisco’s Theatre Artaud. 

First seen in a preliminary 
excerpt at last year’s Men 
Dancing/Ten concert, Cash 
Variations suggested the po¬ 
tential debut of a potent new 
voice in postmodern dance. 
Weaver’s choreographic style 
is notable for its angular 
physicality, its use of contact- 
improvisation as a spring¬ 
board for movement, and its 
bold, driving theatricality. 
But, expanded to “fill the 
space” of a 65-minute pro¬ 
gram, the dancing in 
Weaver’s work became trivi¬ 
alized, playing second fiddle 
to an excess of all-too-clever 
props. As the dancemaker’s 
conceptual preoccupations de¬ 
manded more and more of 
our attention, Cash Varia¬ 
tions, as a work of dance art, 
slowly sank and disappeared 
from view. 

The main thought behind 
Weaver’s piece seems to be 


an understanding — and 
lament — that money changes 
everything. But this idea is 
hardly new, is it? Money 
makes things (like dance per¬ 
formances) possible, and it’s 
often the means of human ex¬ 
ploitation (dancer Weaver and 
his partner Paul Medlyn per¬ 
form a duet that visualizes 
this observation). 

Money is also what would 
be required if Weaver were to 
pay royalties on the choreog¬ 
raphy by Fred Astaire from 
Easter Parade (lifted, step- 
for-step) in one of the Cash 
Variations segments. Even 
more money would be re¬ 
quired if Weaver paid the per¬ 
missions for using excerpts 
from the dozens of composers 
sampled in his self-created 
sound-collage score. This “re- 
textualization” might also be 
described as a colossal artistic 
rip-off. 

Ponderous Props 

Cash Variations is further 
burdened by the choreogra¬ 
pher’s over-dependence on 
props, seemingly used for the 
“cleverness” of individual ef¬ 
fect rather than as contribu¬ 
tions to a greater thematic or 
artistic whole. Medlyn deliv¬ 
ers the evening’s first perfor¬ 
mance interlude when he 
ravenously chomps on a piece 
of “bread” (you know, as in 
Wonder). Later, in perfor¬ 
mance solo number two,

Weaver munches a head of 
lettuce — the green stuff — re¬ 
vealing a mouthful of dollars. 
And later, a performance as¬ 
sistant rearranges hangers 
with alphabet-inscribed flags 
on Medlyn’s outstretched 
arms until the letters spell: IN 
GOD WE TRUST. Are we in 
high school, yet? 

The dancing that does ex¬ 
ist in Cash Variations is 
numbingly repetitive (the 
piece might better be retitled: 
How many times can two 
boys slice the air with their 
arms while executing a 
pelvis-forward leap?) and 
Weaver studiously avoids spa¬ 
tial complexities (except in 
the steal from Mr. Astaire). 
The central problem, I sus¬ 
pect, is that while Weaver has 
found a method for creating 
movement phrases (via body 
contact and release), he hasn’t 
yet figured out know how to 
stitch the pieces together into 
some greater, kinetic whole. 


The finale for Cash Varia¬ 
tions begins when the 
performers’ slip into some¬ 
thing more comfortable — like 
matching, gold-lame G-strings. 
(Isn’t that what you would 
choose?) Weaver and Medlyn 
then proceed to literally slip 
’n’ slide around the perfor¬ 
mance space, tossing phony 
dollar bills and abandoning 
any pretense to choreographic 
design. The spectre of theatri¬ 
cal demise increases and then, 
lo and behold, two lines of 
dancers begin to step-kick 
their way down the audience 
aisles, heading, in military 
precision, toward the stage. 

This “Bill of Rights Chorus 
Line” (including two men and 
seven women, all dressed in 
women’s one-piece bathing 
suits with black fishnet stock¬ 
ings and gold top hats) assem¬ 
bles itself, facing the audi¬ 
ence, in front of individual 
bread sandwiches that have 
been delivered (thoughtfully, 


one might add) to equidistant 
locations on the stage floor. 
Weaver, still dressed in his 
abbreviated gold cover-up, 
runs amid the chorus, dis¬ 
pensing swatches of plastic 
wrap to each dancer. The 
dancers then wrap their sand¬ 
wiches and exit with a brisk 
flourish. The conceptual pos¬ 
sibilities were so heavy, I 
found them impossible to 
contemplate. 

But in a tour-de-force coda 
of obfuscation, the two princi¬ 
pal performers return to cen- 
terstage where Medlyn pro¬ 
ceeds to “wrap” (sanitize, con¬ 
strain, possess, suffocate) 
Weaver with the roll of plas¬ 
tic tissue. Metaphors fly left 
and right while I dream about 
bodies from Maurice Bejart’s 
theatrical extravaganzas of 
years past — because the danc¬ 
ing in Cash Variations 
stopped happening a long 
time ago. ▼

A n architectural trea¬

Anyone interested in 
joining the Trojan football 
team is invited to attend 
workouts. According to Coach 
Gary Thompson, the team is 
looking for some big players 
to fill vacant positions on the 
team. 

The Trojans are trying to 
decide which flag football 
league to participate in this 
season. The choices have 
been narrowed down to ei¬ 
ther the San Francisco or 
Berkeley Park and Rec 
leagues. 

Last winter, the Trojans at¬ 
tempted to play in a Berkeley 
pickup league, but it col¬ 
lapsed before play began. The 
Trojans have posted success¬ 
ful seasons in various East 
Bay leagues in the past. 

The San Francisco Park 
and Rec league will offer the’ 
team a more physical game, 
and Coach Gary Thompson 
said the team is leaning to¬ 
ward that style of play.

Thompson said the team is 
looking for linemen and run¬ 
ning backs, “particularly big¬ 
ger types who like defensive 
and offensive body contact.” 


Returning on offense for 
the Trojans will be quarter¬ 
backs Matt Hendricks and 
Paul Olson, receivers Mike 
Rios and Todd Rodrigue, and 
running backs Ken Patterson 
and Richard Leiboff. Other 
veteran Trojans committed to 
play this season include Paul 
Galchin, Bill Harris, Ethan 
James, A1 Lorenzen and Jeff 
Meek. 

Although focused on this 
fall’s season of play, the Tro¬ 
jans are also trying to get flag 
football onto the Gay Games 
IV schedule. Flag football 
was a part of Gay Games 
competition for the first time 
at Vancouver in 1990, which 
San Francisco won. 

Currently, though, the 
sport is not down for the 
New York Gay Games in 
1994, and Thompson said he 
and fellow team members are 
trying to find out what they 
can do to make sure they’ll be 
defending their gold medal in 
’94. New York organizers 
claim to be considering sever¬ 
al sports not “officially” listed 
as part of Gay Games IV, but 
it is not known if flag football 
is one of them.

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To Your Health 


It's All Over Your Face

L ooking back at my 
first books on health, I 
found titles like The 
Natural Way to Super 
Beauty and Secrets of Health 
and Beauty. Even all those 
years ago, I was bothered by 
these titles. After all, I wanted 
to know about health and nu¬ 
trition, and they were passing 
the books off as beauty hints. 
Perhaps at that time it was 
the only way for book pub¬ 
lishers to make a sure sale. 

Fortunately, times have 
changed. I think we’ve 
reached a point where most 
people understand that if they 
are healthy, they’ll look 
healthy (i.e., beautiful). At the 
same time, however, many 
people do not seem to under¬ 
stand the correlation between 
a healthy life style and 
healthy skin. 


Food Allergies 

One thing that can be in¬ 
herited is a sensitivity to cer¬ 
tain foods. Perhaps your body 
is not equipped to process cer¬ 
tain substances. One way of 
ascertaining whether this is a 
contributing factor is to go on 
an elimination diet/food plan. 
This involves getting down to 
the basics—perhaps eliminat¬ 
ing everything but green veg¬ 
etables the first week, slowly 
adding one food at a time and 
noting any changes .in the 
way you look or feel. 

The most obvious aller¬ 
gens will come from pack¬ 
aged foods, as they contain 
chemicals as well. In the 
pure food groups, grains are 
common allergens, particular¬ 
ly wheat, oat and any gluten- 
containing flour (that’s most). 
Rice and buckwheat flour 
(which does not contain 



main in your colon. Like any 
food that sits around too long 
it will, in plain terms, begin 
to rot. 

Inside your colon, this fes¬ 
tering rot is a breeding 
ground for disease. An un¬ 
healthy colon is one of the 
first things to show up on 
your skin in the form of erup¬ 
tions. Eating less or eating 
smaller meals spaced 
throughout the day can con¬ 
trol the problem. 

To start with a clean slate, 
however, an elimination diet 
and/or an herbal intestinal 
cleansing regimen (available 
at health food stores) is a 
good first step. Fiber-rich di¬ 
ets (lots of veggies and whole 
grains) will help keep the 
colon healthy by speeding up 
transit time. 

Drugs, Alcohol, Etc. 

After my lecture on tox¬ 
ins, need I say more? Drugs 
and alcohol do not a clean 
system make. Also, if any of 
you possess even an iota of 
vanity, cigs are not for you. 
Necessary oxygen is cut off 
from the skin (even if you 
don’t care about your lungs), 
and the end result is a face 
that looks like a road map. 

One can always tell a life¬ 
long smoker, not only by the 
sallow complexion but by 
\ the deep crevices in the face. 
Wrinkles don’t normally cut 
that deeply into the skin. So 
be forewarned and quit while 
| you’re ahead. 


Perhaps some unfortunate 
kids learned growing up to 
equate chocolate and potato 
chips with the inevitable 
emergence of pimples, but 
others who remained un¬ 
scathed never made the con¬ 
nection. 

As adults, most of us are 
now free from the teen-age 
acne problems related to hor¬ 
mones on the loose, though 
certainly as adults we do ex¬ 
perience varying hormone 
levels from time to time. Our 
more common problems of 
oily or dry skin, eruptions or 
wrinkles are often considered 
the inevitable result of aging 
or heredity. It’s always been 
my opinion that 90 percent of 
what a person inherits is not 
the bad skin, the weight 
problem or the bad back, but 
learned behavior regarding 
the use and/or abuse of the 
body. 

These familial, cultural or 
societal habits can be un¬ 
learned, or at least, renegoti¬ 
ated. For instance, many of 
us grew up in the ’50s and 
’60s with frozen dinners, 
canned peas, snack foods and 
meat with every meal, but 
few of us still actually eat 
these things on a regular ba¬ 
sis. In this exercise- and nutri¬ 
tion-conscious time, Wonder 
Bread is a thing of the past. 
If we could learn to embrace 
whole grain breads and meat¬ 
less meals, then we are capa¬ 
ble of letting go of other 
habits as well. 

If your skin is a problem 
area for you, take it as a sign 
that something is happening 
internally. You may in fact 
have inherited this problem, 
but even so, with some hard 
work and an investigative 
spirit, improvement is on the 
way. 


wheat) seem to be two of the 
least likely to cause a reac¬ 
tion. 

Watch out for fruits; 
choose one fruit group at a 
time. Some people have 
problems with citrus, some 
with strawberries. Keep in 
mind that pesticides can also 
cause a reaction. Organic is 
safer. 

Another lesser-known al¬ 
lergen is the nightshade fam¬ 
ily, which includes tomatoes 
and potatoes. 

Note that animal products, 
including eggs and dairy, can 
also create a reaction in cer¬ 
tain people. 


Saturated Fats 

Fats, particularly saturated 
fats, clog up the system. Fats 
also have the ability to store 
toxins. When eating meat, for 
instance, which provides 
much dietary fat, you may ad¬ 
ditionally be ingesting the an¬ 
imal’s own by-products as 
well as any chemicals it has 
been force-fed, as this would 
lodge in their fatty tissue. 

The more fat you ingest, 
whether through meat, fried 
foods, potato chips or pastries 
and/or the more excess fat 
you carry around on your 
own body, the less clean your 
system will be. This will in¬ 
evitably show up on your 
skin. Dieters should also real¬ 
ize that as they lose fat, toxins 
will be released into their sys¬ 
tem, so remember to drink 
lots of water and exercise. 


Overeating 

All food must be processed 
through your digestive and 
eliminative organs. If you 
take in more than your body 
is able to process, it will re-

Water 

Drink, drink, drink! Water 
is a necessary ingredient for 
maintenance of health and 
the elimination of toxins. 
Coffee, by the way, cannot be 
counted toward your mini¬ 
mum daily consumption of 
water (the standard is eight 
glasses, but I drink a lot 
more). In fact, since coffee 
acts as a diuretic, you are, in 
a sense, getting “minus liq¬ 
uid.” 

Exercise 

Since the skin is the 
largest organ of elimination 
and toxins are excreted 
through the skin via sweat, 
exercise is a logical step in 
the achievement of healthier 
skin. 

The internal approach is 
the first and most important 
step toward healthier skin. In 
addition, there are external 
methods as well. I will dis¬ 
cuss these in my next column, 
so stay tuned. ▼

man, and I was very taken 
with him. I saw him when I 
was 8 or 9, and he made quite 
an impression. 


I haven't yet 
begun to 
separate out 
in my own life 
why I landed 
in the theatre. 


He was making love to a 
woman on stage by leaning 
over the sofa and giving her a 
glass of champagne, which to 
me it was very erotic, al¬ 
though that’s not a word I 
would have known or used at 
the time. I was devastated 
when he died, not long after. 

Novello seemed utterly ful¬ 
filled in that he was a man of 


the theatre, a writer, compos¬ 
er and performer, and was 
very popular. 

It’s all tied up with my fas¬ 
cination with the theatre, and 
I haven’t yet begun to sepa¬ 
rate out in my own life quite 
why I’ve landed in the the¬ 
atre. But I think it has to do 
with being gay and looking 
for a world where I could be 
myself, indulge my emotions 
and be honest about myself in 
a way gay men are discour¬ 
aged from being in ordinary 
life. 

“Are” discouraged, or maybe, 
“were?” 

Oh, are, are. In this coun¬ 
try you can be sacked from 
any job if you’re gay. It’s 
grounds for dismissal. If that 
isn’t encouraging people to 
keep quiet about their sexual¬ 
ity, I don’t know what is. 
You’re not even allowed to 
stay in the armed forces if 
you’re gay. 

Let’s talk about Richard III. 
Did you pick the role, the 


play? 

It’s never been an ambition 
of mine to play Richard III. 
I’d always rather underesti¬ 
mated the part, and the play. 
But now I’m a great fan of it, 
absolutely — I’d have to be, 
I’m in my third year of it 
now, and by the time I’ve 
played it in the States I’ll 
have played it over 300 times. 

I think it is Shakespeare’s 
first great play. He picked, 
not for the last time, the story 
of a soldier returning frqm 
the wars who goes into poli¬ 
tics. He is examining the mil¬ 
itary mind; he’s also examin¬ 
ing the actor in the man of ac¬ 
tion, the man who disguises 
himself and lies about himself 
in order to achieve his ends. 
(It’s part of) Shakespeare’s fas¬ 
cination with the fact that all 
men and women are merely 
players. 

Then he makes Richard 
more peculiar still. He’s got a 
mother who hates him. He’s 
very ambitious. He’s a man 
who’s got a considerable 
physical handicap, which he’s 


obviously overcome, because 
he’s a great athlete — he’s a 
great soldier at hand-to-hand 
combat. And also a man who 
becomes a terrible tyrant and 
does the most dreadful things 
to other human beings. Yet 
he’s not simply the embodi¬ 
ment of all evil. It’s more psy¬ 
chologically interesting than 
that. Shakespeare provides in 
the play a lot a clues as to 
how the man turned into the 
tyrant that he is. 

You’ve spent so much time re¬ 
cently tracking through gay 
theory. Do you find any con¬ 
nections to Richard? 

No, I don’t, although cer¬ 
tainly he has a problem relat¬ 
ing to women. And I don’t say 
gay men have a problem relat¬ 
ing to women. But gay men, 
obviously, do have to work out 
what their relation to women 
is, it’s not as immediate as 
straight men’s. 

I think Richard is straight, 
but he finds it very difficult to 
relate to women. He prefers 
men’s company, he prefers the 
bonhomie of military life. 

I don’t see that he ‘s a frus¬ 
trated queer. I don’t think 
Shakespeare saw sexuality in 


limited terms like that. 
Richard has a stunted sexuali¬ 
ty. It’s not fulfilling to him. 

I think you were referring to 
your gay identity when you 
told an interviewer that you 
wanted to rescue and get back 
things that your preoccupation 
with acting may have preclud¬ 
ed in your earlier years. Have 
you? 

I don’t think it was quite 
that, it was that because of 
spending so much time in the 
theatre, I’ve put relationships 
in my life at risk, and lost 
them, too. 

The theatre is my family. 
But you know, I think what I 
want to do in the future is not 
pretend any longer that the 
theatre in itself, and acting, is 
the most satisfying activity 
that I could possibly do. 

What little gay activism I’ve 
done has introduced me to a 
whole range of people that are 
from different disciplines en¬ 
tirely, but who are gay or les¬ 
bian and who I’ve become 
very friendly with and am af¬ 
fected by. That’s been a won¬ 
derful, wonderful bonus to my 
life. ▼

Sons of the Sheik 

Sexuality and Eroticism Among Males in Moslem Societies 
edited by Arno Schmitt and Jehoeda Sofer; Harrington Park 
Press, $12.95

A mong most Euro¬ 
peans and North 
Americans, the sexu¬ 
ality of Arab men is 
both provocative and forbid¬ 
ding. The fabricated glamour 
of Valentino’s sheik was rec¬ 
ognized long ago as idiotic, 
but the mythology of the wild 
and intensely masculine 
Bedouin and his insatiable 
sex drive still inflames West¬ 
ern fantasy, especially among 
gay men. Taking a well-cal¬ 
culated step toward supplant¬ 
ing this fantasy with tough re¬ 
alities, Arno Schmitt, an Is- 
lamologist based in Berlin, 
and Jehoeda Sofer, an Israeli 
journalist publishing in the 
Netherlands, have collected 
information from a variety of 
sources to give us a truer pic¬ 
ture of male-male sexual rela¬ 
tions in Moslem cultures. 

Intriguingly, one vital com¬ 
ponent of the fantasy turns 
out to be substantially true: 
Islamic male sexual capacity 
is generally prodigious, as is 
shown in many testimonies 
about frequent, instantaneous 
erections and repetitive per¬ 
formance. Most of the re¬ 
counting comes from 
Moslems themselves and am¬ 
ply demonstrates resources 
and enthusiasm. 

But how does their sexual¬ 
ity, their homosexuality, fit 
into their lives? How do they 
feel about it? What does it 
mean to them psychologically 
and socially? To answer such 
questions, Schmitt and Sofer 
first set the contexts. Geo¬ 
graphically, the cultures in¬ 
volved stretch from Morocco 
eastward to Pakistan and 
Afghanistan, excluding sub- 
Saharan Africa and such en¬ 
claves as Malaysia. The in¬ 
cluded cultures share match¬ 
ing Semitic characteristics 
that other predominantly 
Moslem nations do not. Inher¬ 
ited culture is more important 
than shared religion. 

Nevertheless, of course, 
the religion of Mohammed, as 
expressed through the Koran, 
exerts a profound influence 
on all conduct. On sexuality, 
this influence is mainly pro¬ 
hibitory, and its strength is 
made potent by fear. 
Sodomites are to be stoned to 
death or lashed bloody and/or 
banished. But that’s only if 
they are caught in the act — 
and it usually takes as many 
as four witnesses to convict. 
Consequently, male-male sex 
is thought of as really wrong 
only if you are caught at it. 

Sexual Targets 

Accommodation is highly 



dependent on secrecy, plus a 
combination of intimidation 
and reward. Considering 
these latter two, it is not sur¬ 
prising that boys from about 
eight to approximately 16 are 
the most usual sexual targets. 
If the lad is pretty and beguil¬ 
ing, he might also become the 
object of the man’s affections. 

Sex between adult males 
is certainly not uncommon, 
but as with the youths, there 
is always a clear and undevi¬ 
ating understanding of who is 
the fucker and who is the fuc- 
kee. Practically never are the 
roles reversed. 

As a result, there is no 
equality in Islamic sexual ac¬ 
tivity. One dominates and 
the other submits. The 
preservation of this rigid, of¬ 
ten brutal sexual machoism is 
the most important single el¬ 
ement in Moslem male sexual 
practices because without it 
the adult male loses his man¬ 
hood — and no worse fate 
could befall him. The fuckee 
is permanently branded, and 
often his family’s reputation 
suffers. 

But emigration to Euro¬ 
pean cities and Western influ¬ 
ence in Moslem nations are 
starting to change conduct 
and concepts. In Turkey there 
is even an incipient gay move¬ 
ment. Reversion to strict fun¬ 
damentalism, most notably in 
Iran, means severe repression, 
however. 

Nevertheless, differing 
views will surface, often with¬ 
in other contexts and ex¬ 
pressed in the media of our 
time. For instance, the 
Tunisian film Man of Ashes 
(1986), which won plaudits at 
Cannes, examines and chal¬ 
lenges Islamic machoism. 

Perhaps in time, as ancient 
cultures find they must ab¬ 
sorb modern influences some¬ 
what, the socio-sexual fascism 
of macho subjugation will be¬ 
gin to break down. ▼

about a strange dream in an 
East Indian restaurant in 
Memphis (The King’s Tan- 
doori), lang wowed with an 
almost hallucinogenic Indian 
sitar version of “Didn’t I?” 
Memphis, Tennessee became 
Memphis, Egypt, and the an¬ 
gry lovers’ feud amplified to 
the marital troubles of gods 
and goddesses. 

A later circus-strange oper¬ 
atic rendition of “Big Boned 
Gal” was colorfully echoed by 
the lighting. As in other up¬ 
beat tunes, quick color 
changes mimicked the lyrical 
and musical shifts with a 
brash wit. Other times the 
lights were oddly unflattering, 
as in “Outside Myself.” 
Pooled in cool blue, lang 
seemed almost ghostly, under 
ice, as she sang the lyrics “a 
thin ice covers my soul.” 

Fortunately, things later 
warmed up. Between songs, 
lang flirted amusingly with 
comments of love and ro¬ 
mance to the laughs and 
swoons of fans. 

“If you leave the theater 
feeling unfulfilled,” she said, 
“remember, it’s a human con¬ 
dition.” She then broke into 
“Constant Craving,” her latest 
single, replete with Ben 


Mink’s most jangly guitar 
solo. 

Repeating her polished 
routine of coming out “as a L 
L-DL—Lawrence Welk Fan!” 
lang conducted a swirly rendi- 
-tion of “Miss Chatelaine,” 
complete with blowing bub¬ 
bles. “I loved that show. It 
changed my life,” she con¬ 
fessed before waltzing around 
the stage popping bubbles. 
She also admitted loving Bob¬ 
by and Sissy, the dancing cou¬ 
ple from the show. “But I 
could never tell who was 
Bobbie and who was Sissy. 
Maybe that changed me 
more.” 

National Treasure 

Musically, the band is al¬ 
most too talented, ready with 
smooth riffs that span bop, 
Southern and jazz influences 
while mostly reviving a big 
band respectability, especially 
in their extended solos during 
the third encore. Most out¬ 
standing were co-writer and 
producer Ben Mink’s deft vi¬ 
olin skill and Greg Leisz’ al¬ 
ternately sweet and haunting 
steel guitar solos. While the 
touring ensemble was mostly 
comprised of the same musi¬ 
cians on Ingenue (with two 
female backup singers added), 
the torch song quality of the 
album shifted to a bolder 
sound live.

and cavalier scripting is that 
very little is at stake: if there’s 
no foundation, nothing con¬ 
crete, then one can hardly 
worry about the unfolding 
events. It’s “all a dream” or 
“all a fantasy” or in all that 
character’s head. One needn’t 
fret over what happens, it can 
all be erased like a child’s 
magic drawing book by 
pulling back the page. Ho 
hum. 

For all its drawbacks Cain 
is an improvement over the 
disastrous The Bonfire of the 
Vanities. The giddy, flaunt¬ 
ing, wiseguy tone salvages a 
lot. I’m not recommending it 
but I occasionally had a smile 
on my face. 

Dark Whispers 

Before it collapses into be¬ 
numbing silliness, Chris 
Crowe’s Whispers in the 
Dark exemplifies some of 
the pitfalls and pleasures of 
thriller-genre narrative. 

Ann (Annabella Sciorra) is 
a fledgling shrink whose pa¬ 
tients’ sex fantasies set the 
doc’s pulse aflutter. No mem¬ 
ber of the American Psychi¬ 
atric Association depicted in 
this movie ever does anything 
remotely ethical or, even 
more damning, savvy. When 
her clientele start committing 
suicide at an alarming rate, 
Ann gets antsy about the fu¬ 
ture of her practice. 

She does shack up with an 
“unintellectual” type (as she 
confides to her daddy figure 
mentor Leo — the tedious 
Alan Alda). Her lover is a 
charter pilot named Doug 
(Jamey Sheridan) and Ann 
should thank her lucky stars 
that someone in her dysfunc¬ 
tional household constellation 
is capable of bringing home 
the bacon. 


clinches: maniacs devised by 
LaLa Land are never this 
square. When Ann discovers 
that Eve (Deborah Unger), 
her most nubile couch-clinger, 
is having kinky and torrid 
B&D hoedowns with Doug — 
in the janitor’s closet at Tav¬ 
ern on the Green, well, hell 
hath no fury .... 

Eve’s a gallery owner (the 
decadent chic type) who even 
manages to give fellow pa¬ 
tient John (who uses burning 
cigarettes and wire cutters on 
his female victims) a show 
and a reputation like Jean- 
Michel Basquiat’s. When 
Eve’s hanging, nude body is 
found by Ann, and John sub¬ 
sequently throws himself 
from Ann’s rooftop, our hero¬ 
ine’s career heads for the cel¬ 
lar. 

All ends well though when 
a fishhook to the head, deliv¬ 
ered by our very own Ann, 
puts an end to the murderer’s 
path of destruction. Did I 
mention that she also throws 
a bottle of bad hooch at a po¬ 
lice inspector, discusses her 
cases with anybody who will 
listen and yet is shocked by 
Eve’s lesbian advances? 

As in Vertigo (which also 
gave birth to Final Analysis, 
Pacific Heights, A Kiss Be¬ 
fore Dying), the main charac¬ 
ter’s deepest fears are used 
against her by the villains. Af¬ 
ter 30 minutes of following 
the action from Ann’s point of 
view, when the POV finally 
switches to Eve’s, albeit mo¬ 
mentarily, the film generates 
some interest. 

So many possibilities are 
set up, a delicious feeling of 
anything can happen erupts. 
Initially, we watch with antic¬ 
ipatory suspense and giddi¬ 
ness. But when unintentional 
hilarity and raucous improba¬ 
bility grab the wheel, Whis¬ 
pers veers off course and 
ends up a hopeless disaster.
